6, Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy 
Department, stated that the new dirigible 
ZR-1, when completed next summer, ac- 
cording to the program, will be sent on a 
fight around the world, and on another 
fight to the North and South poles. 

For long distance, sustained flights, in car- 
tying large loads, the rigid airship, such as 
the ZR-1, the admiral stated, is in a class 
by itself. Its capacity to hover over a 
given spot, making for great accuracy in 
the dropping of bombs and in directing 
gunfire, establishes it is an effective weapon 
for warfare far removed from the coast 
and from available bases. 

“Filled with helium, a non-inflammable 
gas found in large quantities only in the 
United States,” he said, “we have a tre- 
mendous factor in naval warfare and an 
agency of vital importance to the national 
defense, 

“The ZR-1, this country’s and the Navy’s 
frst rigid dirigible, will go into commis- 
sion about July 1, She will be sent on 
trips over the principal cities of the coun- 
tty, trips across country, a trip around 
the world and to the North and South 
Poles.

Who Runs the War. Department 
and the United States Army

Eprror’s Note—Col. Markey, the writer of 
this article, is at present commanding a Na- 
tional Guard regiment in which he began as a 
private at the beginning of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. He served last year as the chairman 
of the National Committee of Military Affairs 
of the American Legion, and is now chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of the National 
Guard Association and president of the Fred- 
erick (Md.) and Western Maryland Chambers 
of Commerce. 

EVBPRAL months ago the chief of an 
os important staff department of the 

Army failed of reappointment upon 
the expiration of his term. Immediately 
there followed in the press a bitter attack 
—not on the Secretary of War, who makes 
such appointments, but on the General 
Staff. On another occasion recently a 
certain piece of veterans’ legislation was 
delayed in its legislative channels and did 
not reach the House for a vote. Again a 
vituperative attack on the General Staff 
as being responsible. ‘These circumstances 
suggest to the lay mind the question, “Who 
runs the War Department—and the 
Army?’ 

A rather extensive experience in doing 
and in attempting to do business in the 
War Department and in the further con- 
sideration of a General Staff manual that 


has recently come to my attention hag 
made the answer seem fairly clear to me, 
but has also convinced me that the sub- 
ject is not well understood, even in the 
Army itself, 

There are many who say, “The General 
Staff runs the War Department.” But, 
in answer to such a statement, it seems to 
me only necessary to review in one’s mind 
the remarkable group of men who, for 
twenty years, have held the position of 
Secretary of War. ‘They are a group 
unique in public life. They have been and 
are men of affairs, of great executive abil- 
ity, and amply able to retain for them- 
selves the power that goes with their re- 
sponsibility to the President for the con- 
duct of the Army. 

Neither the General Staff nor the chief 
of any branch can control the Army un- 
less the Secretary of War voluntarily re- 
signs the reins. And why should men like 
Mr. Root, or Mr. Taft, or the present Sec- 
retary give over their power and feed upon 
the empty husks of responsibility without 
power? Have they done so? Did Mr. 
Root create a young monster to usurp his 
owy power? Is the General Staff a help 
or a hindrance to the Secretary?

Remarkable Scores 
in Machine Gun 
and Rifle Practice

Twenty-fifth Infantry Leads 
in 8th Corps Area 


AJ, GEN. E. M. LEWIS, U.S,A., 
M commanding the 8th Corps Area, 
in a recent official report cover- 
ing the season of small arms practice for 
1922 announces an unusual record in 
marksmanship made by the 25th Infantry. 
This regiment is under ‘command of Col. 
A. J, Macnab, jr., who had charge of the 
rifle instruction of the A.B.F. 

The report shows that the 25th Infantry 
led all regiments of Infantry, Cavalry, 
Field Artillery, Engineers and all separate 
squadrons and machine gun battalions in 
1922 in the 8th Corps Arca in machine 
guns, pistol (dismounted course only), au- 
tomatic rifle and rifle. In its 100 per cent. 
machine gun qualification it was tied by 
the 23d and the 24th Infantry, the 2d Ma-— 
chine Gun Squadron and the ist Battalion 
of the 38th Infantry. 

In Stokes mortar an insufficient number 
of men qualified in the 25th Infantry in 
the preliminary course to warrant firing 
tecord. No men qualified. 

The 23d Infantry led in Stokes mortar 
with 100 per cent., the 9th Infantry in 37- 
mm. gun with 82.35 per cent., and the 5th 
Cavalry took honors in the mounted pistol 
course, qualifying 99.5 per cent. 

The 1922 qualifications made by the 
25th Infantry follow:

On account of the inability to obtain 
from the War Department any informa- 
tion concerning the course to be fired with 
the 37-mm. gun, the prescribed course for 
that weapon was not fired, but instead the 
course as laid down at the Infantry School | 
was fired, less the indirect firing. A quali- 
fication of 100 per cent. was obtained. 


Rifle Qualifications 

So far as is known by Capt. J. W. Bol- 
lenbeck, 25th Inf., to whom the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL is indebted for the report, 
the per cent. of qualifications made by the 
25th Infantry is the highest ever obtained 
by any regiment in the Service. It also is 
interesting to note that the 10th Cavairy, 
which scored the second highest per cent. 
qualifications, was assisted by a coaching - 
staff from the 25th Infantry. The Cav- 
alrymen actually made a higher record 
than the Infantrymen, but suffered a de- 
erease in the supplementary season. 

Co. M qualified 100 per cent. experts 
with the machine gun.

Upon the Secretary of War is squarely 
placed responsibility for the conduct of 
the military establishment. With respon- 
sibility goes power, and the Secretary 
must, therefore, under the President, be 
the head and the commander of the Army. 

It might seem that the business of the 
War Department is so vast and so varied 
that no one man can control the machine. 
But this is only a matter of organization, 
and just as every unit of the Army is so 
organized that one man can command it, 
so is the War Department. And as every 
man at heart a soldier believes unreserved- 
ly in one-man command and responsibility, 
so the Secretary of War has the active aid 
and support of the Army in his command 
of the Army. : 

It is a well recognized military axiom 
that command consists not in any particu- 
lar acts, or even in the making of decisions, 
but in the imposition of the will of the 
commander upon his organization. So 
that, regardless of the size of the organi- 
vation or the number of decisions to be 
made, one man may still command if he 
has assistants close enough to know his 
will and loyal enough to be wholly ruled 
by it. Many can be loyal, but only a few 
ean be so closely associated. Another nat- 
ural limitation upon the size of this group 
is the impossibility of close understanding 
and co-ordination among its members if it 
be largely increased. fr many speak for 
the Secretary, confusion results. 

In his conduct and control of the mili- 
tary establishment the Secretary of War 
has seven such assistants who are closely 
associated with him with full opportunity 
to know his general trend of thought. The 
first of these is the Chief of Staff, who, by 
the National Defense act, is “the agent of 
the Secretary of War” in carrying into 
effect plans approved by him. To six oth- 
ers the Secretary of War and the Chief 
of Staff have, by Army Regulations, dele- 
gated a very definite portion of their 
ower to make decisions. They are the 

puty Chief of Staff and the five heads 
of the General Staff divisions. 

While these seven assistants wield a 
power that other General Staff officers have 
not and make decisions in the name of the 
Secretary, they have, strictly speaking, no 
pewer of their own, and neither they nor 
anyone else in Washington is in the line 
of command, except in regard to his own 
office force. 

Next to the Secretary in line of com- 
mand come the corps area and department 
commanders, and commanders of various 
independent activities, such as the General 
and Special Service Schools, who report 
direct to the War Department. Under the 
law (National Defense act as amended 
June 4, 1920) members of the War De- 
partment General Staff “render profes- 
sional aid and assistance to the Secretary 
of War,” and are charged with preparing 
“plans for national defense.” 

Law and regulations require certain 
matters to be handled personally by the 
Secretary of War. In addition, there are 
brought to his attention all new policies of 
a general nature, all major exceptions to 
existing policies, all appeals to him, and 
all other matters that common sense or his 
own personal desires dictate should come. 
an matters having a political aspect are 

8. 

Except as specified above, members of 
the General Staff have advisory functions 
only. War Department operation is by 
the chiefs of branches—The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, the Chief of Infantry, the Quarter- 
master General, etc. Decisions which af- 
fect his own branch only are within the 
province of each chief. 

It would frequently be infinitely con- 
venient for a chief of branch to extend his 
authority over some other branch, but de- 
cisions which affect two or more branches 
must come from the office of the Secre- 
tary. The chief who gets the worst of a 
decision frequently, and, not unnaturally, 
blames the General Staff, since that body 
has the duty of advising the Secretary. 

In peace the War Department, like all 


other military organizations, conducts 
most of its daily business in accordance 
with established policies. By these poli- 
cies a multitude of questions are decided, 
and there are order and reason and stead- 
fast movement towards an end. 

Every subordinate commander, though 
guided by the policies of his superiors, has 
his individual sphere of initiative, within 
which he creates his own policies and 
grants exceptions to them. For any ex- 
ceptions to the policy of a superior the 
subordinate must appeal to the creator of 
that policy. 

The number of questions upon which any 
one man—even a Secretary of War—can 
pass in a day is necessarily limited. The 
General Staff system is a comparatively 
modern method for facilitating command. 
It supplants an older system, wherein each 
chief of branch presented in person to the 
Secretary his own business. That had 
the great advantage of personal touch, but 
it also had great disadvantages, in that the 
Secretary could pass on only a small por- 
tion of his day’s work, and cases were al- 
ways presented to him by an interested 
party, 

Under the existing system there is a 
disinterested presentation and the Secre- 
tary can handle a vastly greater number 
of cases than formerly. While the loss of 
the personal touch is serious, the pres» 
size of the War Department, with its fif- 
teen military branches and its great civil 
side—for instance, rivers and harbors— 
makes it impossible to ever return to th* 
old system. Actually, the Secretary now 
ean, and does, grant interviews at any 
time to any chief of branch who desires t~ 
see him. Under the old system this would 
be impossible. 

One of the most important General Staff 
functions is to sift out from the mass the 
really vital questions upon which its he 
ought to pass. A measure of the efficiency 
of a staff is the success with which it se- 
leets and presents the key. questions, in 
order that its head may not be overloaded 
and may yet dominate his organization. 
This selection requires both brains and 
honesty. 

Among the methods which members o* 
the War Departmenf General Staff use to 
facilitate the task of the Seeretary are: 

(a) Turning back questions which 
fall under an announced’ policy cr 
which lie within the sphere of tie ini- 
tiative of a subordinate commenccr. 

(b) Analysis of the questions pro- 
pounded. 

(3) The collection of all pertinent 
evidence bearing on such questions. 

(d) Presentation of the evidence in 
a standard form. 

(e) Presentation of the views of 
the interested chiefs of branches and 
higher commanders. In no other way 
ean a General Staff officer so quickly 
incur the wrath of a chief of bran¢h— 
and the displeasure of the Secre- 
tary—as -by the neglect or omission 
of this duty. 

(f) Formulation of the opinion of 
the officers most familiar with the case 
and a recommendation so stated that 
it can be translated into a decision by 
a stroke of the pen. 

The War Plans Division and the Opera- 
tions and Training Division of the War 
Department Gencral Staff prepare the 
plans and policies for the operation of the 
units of the Army in war and peace. Gen- 
eral Staff work to make effective these 
plans and policies is divided among the 
Military Intelligence, the Supply and Per- 
sonnel divisions of the General Staff. A 
feature of interest and great importance 
to the National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves is the provision of the National De- 
fense act that National Guard and Reserve 
Corps officers shall serve as additional 
members of the General Staff, and that all 
policies, regulations and other matters af- 
fecting the citizen components of the Army 
must be submitted to committees upon 
which there shall be equal representation 
of these officers. 

The War Department is a vast and pon- 
derous machine, but I believe its present 
organization is such that its head can and 
does control it to its smallest and further- 
est unit. Like all great bodies, it moves 


slowly, and in every year in th: pAst there 
have been times when it has almost ceased 
to function, but as now organized such a 
time should never come again, Its lines 
of expansion for war have been worked 
out and it can expand smoothly and easily 
and efficiently. 

A military machine that will not respond 
to its head is as worthless as an automo- 
bile that will not steer. A civilian of high 
purpose, ability and open mind can do 
more for the Army as Secretary, either in 
peace or war, than could any soldier. A 
War Department that cannot, or will not, 
answer to his will is worthless for war. 
The War Wepartment does answer to the 
will of the Secretary; Mr. Weeks can and 
does run the Army, and it is my observa- 
tion that the last thing any member of 
the General Staff wants is General Staff 
control. Their whole training breeds in 
them an active distaste for group contro, 
even when they themselves are a part of 
the group, and a deep-rooted belief in its 
opposite—one-man control and _ responsi- 
bility.

“A joint luncheon was given by the Buf- 
falo Advertising Club and the 3U01st Cav- 
alry at the Hotel Lafayette Feb. 27. There 
were over 600 persons at the luncheon, the 
greater part of whom were leading citizens 
of Buffalo and vicinity. The 28th U.S. 
Infantry brand furnished the music. The 
decorations were elaborate and in the Cay- 
alry color. 

“Gen. Holbrook is a soldier of the old 
school. His appearance and speech were 
magnetic in effect, and his words will long 
be remembered by those who listened to 
him. His subject was Preparedness. His 
visit to Buffalo, following the work there 
of completing an efficient organization of 
the O.R.C., has surely aided it. Gen. Hol- 
brook also spoke before a large audience 
at the Army and Navy Club Feb. 28. 

“Lt. Col. Edward Davis, Cav., at the 
Saturn Club, Feb. 28, gave a remarkable 
illustrated lecture of hig observations with 
the British cavalry in Palestine under Gen. 
Allenby, which was listened to with in- 
tense interest. His audience consisted of 
all the military officers of the various 
onan of the Service in and about Bur- 
alo. 

“The lantern slides were made from offi- 
cial photographs taken by Col. Davis and 
officers of the British army in the theater 
of operations. In the course of his re- 
marks Col. Davis stated that Gen. Allen- 
by’s remarkable successes depended in no 
small degree on surprise maneuvers that 
were often deemed impossible by the Turks 
and the German high officers who ruled 
tnem. Gen. Allenby’s handling of the great 
campaign, Col. Davis said, and the almost 
insurmountable difficulties he so sueccess- 
fully overcame, will go down as one of the 
most valuable lessons of generalship in 
history. Some of the methods used by the 
British cavalry, Col. Davis stated, were 
long followed by American Cavalry. 

“Gen. Allenby’s formal entrance into 
Jerusalem, according to Col. Davis, was 
without display or ostentation, and its con- 
trol wags moderate and satisfactory, the 
general making no radical changes in gov- 
ernment. The British carefully avoided 
directing artillery and small arms fire on 
the city during the move against it, Col. 
Davis said.”

HE adjournment of Congress last 

Sunday gives an opportunity to re- 

view and enalyze the situation in 
this country with respect to national de- 
fense. The subject is so broad, and in its 
ramifications it not only touches upon 
other questions of major importance, but 
sometimes reaches to their very heart. 

Modern life is so complex that it is fre- 
quently difficult to trace all the causes 
which tend to affect any question. The 
variety of issues concerned and the com- 
plexities of each of them frequently tend 
to confuse the individual interested, and 
put him upon the wrong track. 

The past session of Congress, upon 
analysis, shows plainly that the issue is 
whether we are going to carry out the pro- 
visions of the National Defense act, the 
only military policy the United States has 
ever possessed, or whether we are not. 

The real enemies of national defense 
realize far better than do its friends that 
this act is the backbone of our defense, 
and that if it can be broken we will be 
helpless. 


Services Have Common Interest 


MUTUAL jealousies between different 
Services, between different arms of 
the same Service, between the professional 
and citizen soldiers, between the various 
kinds of citizen soldiers; the interest of 
Congressmen in some particular act, the 
tremendous pressure under which Congress 
works; the indifference of a large part of 
the public, and, above all, the failure of 
the daily press of the country to under- 
stand the real fight which has been going 
on, and the importance of it, have all 
tende to obscure the clear delineation of the 
issue. 

The time has more than come when it 
must be thoroughly understood that there 
has been carried on for the past two years; 
that there is still being carried on, and 
that there will be carried on in the next 
Congress a determined campaign to tear 
up the National Defense act, and by doing 
so disarm us. 


Ever-Existent Struggle for 
Supremacy 


REMENDOUS railway  develop- 

ment, fast and numerous steamship 

lines, the airplane, telegraph, tele- 
phone, radio, the printing press and gen- 
eral primary education, have all operated 
in a relatively steady degree to decrease 
the size of the world. 

With every day’s advance, for the ad- 
vances are almost daily, the shrinking 
process goes on. For this reason alone we 
as a people are being more and more thrust 
into the middle of world affairs, 

Coupled with this shrinkage is our own 

steadily increasing development of produc- 
tion, which necessitates foreign markets 
if it is to be maintained, and unless it is 
maintained our standard of living must be 
materially lowered.

Lowering the standard of living is a 
Subject which interests every man, woman 
and child, no matter how far inland he or 
she may live. Lowering the standard of 
living, for one cause or another, from the 
beginning of time has been the primary 
urge which has led to the movement of 
Whole populations, and subsequent war.

It is useless to say that none of this 
struggle tends to make both European and 
Asiatic nations strongly question our atti- 
tude upon many of the subjects pertaining 
to this struggle, because our daily press is 
full of items showing that they do. 

It is useless to say that our standard of 
right and wrong is the commonly accepted 
one throughout the world, because from 
1914 on there has been hardly a day that 
our press did not contain accounts of whole 
peoples willingly, whole-heartedly and 
strongly convinced of their righteousness, 
giving their property, their limbs and lives 
to causes which we have been sure were 
unrighteous. 


Superior Force or Defeat 


‘THE mentally honest, alert American, 

male or female, who reads the daily 
paper cannot but understand that both at 
home and abroad the very fundamentals of 
what he or she believes are being ques- 
tioned by individuals, by groups of indi- 
viduals, by whole countries and races, who 
make but little if any attempt to hide their 
willingness to use force if necessary to ob- 
tain their desires. If we decline to yield 
peacefully there is but one answer: We 
fust face defeat unless we are willing to 
prepare and maintain a greater force than 
ean be brought to bear against us. 

The National Defense act provides the 
means of producing this force, without 
militarism, without excessive expenditures, 
and in a democratic way, fully in accord 
with our institutions and our beliefs. The 
understanding of this fact is the reason 
why our enemies at home and abroad wish 
to destroy it. 


Decrees Unsupported by 
Force Impotent 


HAT men will use force to obtain 
what they believe to be just, or to 
take what they want, when they 
think there is inadequate force to protect 
it, is illustrated every week by the news 
dispatches from various parts of the world. 

The decrees of the League of Nations 
are not worth the paper they are written 
on, for the simple reason that there is not 
the force available to insure their being 
carried out. 

The Lithuanians wanted Memel, the sov- 
ereignty of which has been in dispute for 
more than four years. Getting tired of the 
delay a short while ago, they seized the 


port by force of arms. The Council of 
Ambassadors, one of the bodies organized 
since the Armistice to straighten out Eu- 
ropean disputes, always, of course, making 
their decisions on the basis of right and 
justice, and never as the result of the use 
of force, after four years of delay and in- 
decision age ge A decided, as the result of 
the action of the Lithuanians, to accord 
the sovereignty of Memel to Lithuania. 


Turks Understand Only Force 


‘THE Lausanne conference talked for 
weeks; the press of the world was full 
of condemnation of the Turks, and of rea- 
sons why the Turks should yield to the 
British demands; the pulpits of this coun- 
try and Great Britain rang with denuncia- 
tions of the ungodly Turk, and with de- 
mands for his punishment. The Turks had 
proven by force of arms their ability to 
take what they claimed. At the conference 
they rested their case primarily upon this 
accomplishment. They, virtually, openly 
stated that nothing but superior force 
would make them change their minds. 

The conference broke up with the Turks 
unconvinced, and no means of convincing 
them, because the people of the nations 
concerned were not willing to produce the 
force necessary to make them change. 

A short while ago the Turrs told the 
Allies to remove their larger warships from 
Smyrna Harbor, or they would force them 
out. Our press was full of dispatches for 
some days telling how the Allies would not 
submit, and would keep their shi in 
Smyrna Harbor. However, they did not. 
They left; and for only one reason, be- 
cause they knew thé Turks had the force 
necessary to put them out and the willing- 
ness to use it if they did not go. 


Case of Russian Communists 


Two years ago the Russian communists 

attempted to make good their threat to 
spread world revolution by force of arms 
throughout Europe. . With the single ex- 
ception, perhaps, of France, the communists 
of each country, already dangerously strong 
in creating disorder and seizing property, 
were ready to take full control, once the 
Russian and German communists estab- 
lished contact and moved west towards the 
Rhine. No conference, no World Supreme 
Court, such as urged by Borah, could have 
stopped them. Greater force, and nothing 
but greater force successfully used by the 
Poles, with French help, on the banks of 
the Vistula stopped this onslaught. 

The willingness exists to repeat. to-day. 
the sound defeat administered in 1920, and 
the knowledge that the same force, better 
prepared, exists to-day is the only restrain- 
ing influence. 


Courts to Outlaw War? 


D=SPITE this, Senator Borah pro- 

_ poses the establishment of an Inter- 
national Supreme Court as a means of 
outlawing war; the enforcement of its de- 
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lightened public opinion. 

Despite the obvious almost oer tomes 
as to the existence of force in this world, 
the willingness to use it’ and 
results which its use can accomplish in the 
face of weakness, tens of thousands of 
honest, God-fearing, sup ly patriotic 
Americans are so blinded by their desire 
for peace on earth and good-will towards 
man that they’ cannot see that they are 
being made tools of, for the purpose of 
disarming us, in order that we may 
helpless in the face of those various men- 
acing forces which they most condemn. 

These patriotic Americans cannot see 
that the National Defense act puts in their 
own hands the best possible preventive of 
war, through making it so evident to our 
potential enemies that our tremendous 
strength can be readily used, that they will 
hesitate to attempt ang ee us, 
and as a consequence will I with re- 
spect to and show an inclination to act in 
accordance with our. desires in interna- 
tional affairs. : 


Congress the Servant of the 
People 
N ordinary affairs we are above all a 
practical people. While always inter- 
ested in theories, we generally follow 
Grover Cleveland’s advice and realize that 
we are confronted with conditions which 
have to be met, regardless of theories. 

The man who is sent to the House of 
Representatives in Washington 
very plainly that he was elected by the 
people of his constituency to represent 
them, and to get what they want by voting 
in accordance with t desires. He 
knows that this was the intention of the 
framers of the Constitution ; he knows that 
by following this path he is acting in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution of the 
United States, and is insuring his own re- 
election to Congress. 

Where citizens all over the country, 
having the same general interest in pe 
question, decide among themselves to 
the attention of their respective 
men to a subject, and to urge them to 
take some definite action, they are well 
within their constitutional, rights, No 
Congressman can justly complain, or even 
think of complaining at any such action. 
Any citizen, or group of citizens, who com- 
plain either is ignorant of the Constitution 
of the United States, or is seeking to evade 
or confuse the issue. 


Citizens’ Right to be Heard 


IX the last months of the recent session 
of Congress, the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation, through its wide membership scat- 
tered throughout the country, a i to 
bring to the attention of individual Con- 
gressmen those items of the Appropriation 
bill essen to the carrying out of 
policy for Reserves laid down by the 
National Defense act. fag Pe wong so 
well in doing this that in stages 
of the Army Appropriation bill there were 
sufficient Congressmen present on the floor, 
fully understanding the importance of the 
subject, who advocated it such a man- 
ner that the attempt to wreck the Reserve 
system, and, therefore, part of the Na- 
tional Defense act, was decisively defeated, 
In some quarters there had been com- 
plaint because the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation had attempted to influence Con- 
gress. Wither those who complained are 
ignorant of the constitutional ts of the 
individual citizens making up the 
Officers’ Association, or they are deliber- 
ately trying to confuse the issue, because 
enemies of the National Defense act are 
willing to see it destroyed.

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Sweeping Effect of . 
McKellar Proviso 


HEN the new Congress convenes next 
: December it may as well be prepared 
for protests against the effect of the Mc- 
Kellar amendment. Almost every day a 
class of officers and individual cases are 
being called to the attention of the War 
Department which, it is claimed, are dis- 
criminated against as a result of the pas- 
sage of the amendment. 

"he burden of the complaints is saainat 
the selection of one date, July 1, 1920, as 
forming a class of officers for age 
cial legislation has been passed. Under 
the terms of the amendment, an officer 
must be commissioned in the grade of cap- 
tain on July 1, 1920, to be entitled to the 
benefits of the new law. 

In the case of Stewart F. Miller there 
appears to be a peculiar development. He 
was commissioned a first lieutenant on 
July 1, 1920, and promoted to captain on 
the same day. Yet it is stated that he 
will not be entitled to the benefits of the 
McKellar amendment. Before the McKel- 
lar amendment was passed he would have 
been the fifty-third to go up on the promo- 
tion list, while the McKellar amendment 
will set him bock to the 75th vacancy. This 
is only one of a great number of con» 

laints that are pouring in on the War 

partment and will eventually come up 
in Congress. - 

\An error crept into the article which 
appeared in last week’s ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL on this subject, and to correct it 
as well as to show the extended effect of 
the McKellar amendment, an attempt will 
be made to analyze it. 

‘According to data collected in the Adju- 
tant General’s office, the last “submerged” 
eaptain will be (8777) George N_ Bakely, 
J.A.G., who is now a first lieutenant among 
the second lieutenants. He is the lowest 
former captain to be demoted and must go 
up before promotions resume its normal 
course.

.A.G. (8777), who is now among the sec- 
ond lieutenants. 

This and other alleged inconsistencies 
growing out of the McKellar amendment 
are being called to the attention of the 
War Department, although the McKellar 
amendment did not originate there. The 
claim is made that some of the “sub- 
merged” captains who will benefit by the 
McKellar amendment were not commis- 
sioned before the Armistice, but will be 
promoted over officers with combat ser- 
vice in the war. It is estimated that, as 
the result of the McKellar amendment, it 
will be four years before the promotion 
list will be straightened out.

General Wood Praises 
Troops of Gen, G. W. Read 


AJ. GEN. LEONARD WOOD, U.S. 
A., Governor General of the Philip- 
ine Islands, in a letter date dManila, Jan. 
4, sent to Maj. Gen. George W. Read, U. 
S.A., commanding the Philippine Depart- 
ment, with headquarters at Port Santiago, 
tells of the advantages to natives in join- 
ing the Army, and praises the troops. He 
says: 

Dear General: It will interest you to know 
that your military command at Camp John Hay, 
mostly composed of native Hill people from 
Bontoc, Benguet, Ifugao, Kilianga and Apayao, 
has high prestige among the various peoples 
of this sub-province, and the older people are 
very anxious to have their sons have the train- 
ing and discipline under the —_, inter- 
ested officers of that command. It has been a 
real force, not only in bringing about a con- 
dition of perfect peace and order among these 
former head-hunting tribes, but has also resulted 
in returning to their communities and families 
a large number of well-trained, English-speak- 
ing boys, who are rapidly having considerable 
influence for good among their peoples. Gen. 
McCoy, who has visited these various tribes, 
tells me that he found these former soldiers 
as presidentes and councilors of municipal dis- 
tricts, serving as policemen, as road foremen, 
as school teachers, stenographers and clerks, 
and as artisans, in various parts of the Moun- 
tain Province, and a civilizing influence wher- 
ever found. 

This has led me to request Maj. Garfinkel, 
the commanding officer at Camp John Hay, to 
furnish a list of these former soldiers, with their 
present address and particular vocation in which 
they are trained as soldiers. I find them to 
have been so trained by the Army as black- 
smiths, plumbers, telephone operators, stenog- 
raphers, shoemakers, bakers, carpenters, paint- 
ers, concrete mixers, saddlers, etc., which of 
itself is sufficient showing of what the Army is 
quietly doing toward practical progress in 
Islands. 

I have in mind following up each one of 
these men, both through the Bureau of Non- 
Christian Tribes and the Bureau of Education, 
not only to show an interest in them, but, as far 
as possible, to take advantage of their training 
and experience as soldiers. Later on I shall 
inform you of the results in particular.

Croix de Guerre Not 
a Collective Award 


ONE of the readers of this paper asked 

the Paris office of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNat as to the right of mem- 
bers of the 11th Aerial Squadron, A.E.F., 
to wear the Croix de Guerre. The follow- 
ing translation of a letter from the office 
of the French Minister of War is self-ex- 
planatory : 

(Translation. ) 

Ministere de la Guerre, Cabinet du Ministre, 
2e Bureau, No. 1952 M. 

Republique Francaise, Paris, Jan. 25, 1923. 

Sir: You called my attention on the rights 
to the “Croix de Guerre’ of members of the 
11th Aerial Squadron, A.E.F., in France. 

I beg to inform you that, despite our close 
investigation, we were unable to trace the award 
of the “Oroix de Guerre” to the above-mentioned 
squadron. 

I will add that a collective citation does not 
allow the members of a unit having been 
awarded the Croix de Guerre to wear the latter, 
excepting however whose names were men- 
tioned in the text of citation. 

In these conditions I cannot take a favorable 
action on your request, and I beg you to accept 
my apologies.

Overstaying Leave 
Enlisted Men, Navy 


qt has come to the attention of the Bu- 

reau of Navigation of the Navy De- 
partment that there is a wide difference in 
the action of commanding officers in met- 
ing out punishment to men who have been 
absent over and without leave. In the 
large majority of these cases men do not 
return to their commands. There are a 
sufficient number, however, who do return 
to their commands, and it is believed that 
the Bureau’s schedule of punishment will 
be of great assistance to commanding offi- 
cers in deciding final action in such cases. 

It is not the desire of the Bureau to pro- 
hibit the imposition of any other punish- 
ment permitted by law when such pun- 
ishment is deemed more appropriate, but 
the Bureau wishes to impress upon all 


commanding officers that uniform treat- 
ment throughout the Service of offenses of 
over leave or without leave, cannot but 
have a beneficent effect upon the Navy. 
Following is the schedule now employed 
by the Bureau of Navigation: 

Over Leave (0 to 89 Days).—Surrender of 
own accord, summary court-martial. 

Delivered within 30 days, summary court- 
martial. (Note—If offense committed while on 
probation, terminate probation.) f 

Delivered after 30 days, general court-martial. 

Over Leave (90 Days or Over).—Surrender, 
general court-martial. 

Delivered, general court-martial. 

Without Leave.—Under 30 days surrendered 
or delivered, summary court-martial. (Note— 
If offense committed while on probation, termi- 
nate probation.) 

If accompanied by breaking arrest, general 
court-martial. 

Over 30 days surrendered or delivered, gen- 
eral court-martial. ; 

Fraudulent enlistment after concealing previ- 
ous discharge, undesirable discharge. 

Second fraudulent enlistment or fraudulent 
enlistment following desertion, general court- 
martial. 


Value to America of 
Army Service on Rhine 


M43: GEN. HENRY T. ALLEN, U.S. 
A., late commander of the American 
Forees in Germany, accompanied by | 
officers and 54 men, the remaining portion 
of the force, arrived in New York city 
March 3, on the steamer George Wash- 
ington, and was given a cordial welcome. 
The steamer was met down the bay by the 
Mayor’s Committee on Reception, and the 
sincere wishes of the city were extended 
to the general on behalf of Mayor Hylan. 

Returning with Gen. Allen were Mrs. 
Allen, Capt. Henry T. Allen, jr., U.S.A., 
and Mrs. Allen, and the latter’s 15-months- 
old son, Henry T. Allen, 3d. Mrs. Allen, 
jr., was Mlle. Juliet de Souzy of Cote d’Or, 
France. 

In an interview regarding the American 
troops on the Rhine, Gen. Allen, in the 
course of his remarks said, in part: 

“Perhaps it would be well to correct an 
error connected with the reported cost of 
our forces. In certain quarters the total 
cost of upkeep of our forces of approxi- 
mately $250,000,000, is considered a clear 
expense to our Government for its partici- 
pation in the second phase of the World 
War drama. Germany still remains re- 
sponsible for that entire sum, but should 
it all fall to our charge, the increment of 
cost over what it would have been at home 
is only 18 per cent. 

“Perhaps the prestige that this superior 
body of soldiers, the American Forces in 
Germany, vave the United States would 
suffice to cover that increment. Should it 
not, then the value of that institution, the 
American Forces in Germany, as a turn- 
ine center, would cover it many times. 

“One of the most talented and experi- 
enced officers has stated in respect to this 
question : 

“I beg to express my sorrow that the 
finest military school the United States 
Army has ever had should go out of exist- 
ence. 1 sincerely believe that neither 
Leavenworth, the War College, Fort Riley 
nor any of the other schools has ever pro- 
duced such a profound impression upon 
our methods, discipline and military man- 
ners as has your university on the Rhine.” 

Gen. Allen left the pier at Hoboken, 
which was specially decorated, to go to the 
Union League Club in New York city, and 
after a few or there was to go to his 
home in Paris, Ky. Others returning with 
Gen. Allen included Col. David L. Stone, 
American representative on the Rhine

Time Limit Acceptance of 
Former World War Officers 


DER present regulations, temporary 

officers of the World War will not be 
accepted by the War Department for the 
Reserve Corps without an examination 
after Nov. 11, 1923. ‘The Reserve mem- 
bers of the regulations revision board, Lt. 
Col. G. G. Reiniger, Lt. Col. H. P. ‘Ward, 
Maj. John Perkins, Maj. F. B. Ryons and 
Capt. John B. Seymour, who were emer- 
gency officers, are inclined to the opinion 
that the time has about arrived when 
World War officers should be required to 
take examinations. Over 60,000 World 
War officers have joined the citizen army 
since the signing of the Armistice. While 
it is admitted that more of them should 
join, it is insisted that eight more months 
will be sufficient to give them an ample 
opportunity to come into the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Corps on an examination of their 
record. After that time they should be re- 
quired to take the same professional ex- 
amination that other candidates do for 
the corps. 


Army Air Service 
for World Record 


AJ. GEN. MASON M. PATRICK, 
Chief of Air Service, has issued or- 
ders to the Engineering .Division at Day- 


- ton, Ohio, to make preparations for the 


Army to attempt to establish for America 
a speed record over a one kilometer course. 
The two planes which will be used are the 
Curtiss pursuit machines, one of which 
Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Assistant 
Chief of Air Service, piloted last October 
when he broke the world’s kilometer ree- 
ord which was just recently lowered by 
Sadi Lacointe, a Frenchman, and the other 
a plane in which Lt. R. L. Maughan, 
Army Air Service, hung up a world figure 
for 100 kilometers (62.13 miles) at De- 
troit in 18 minutes 6.78 seconds. 

According to a new ruling of the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale, a record 
for one kilometer must be made before 
April 1, for after that date only a three 
kilometer speed mark will have the ap- 
proval of the federation. It is stated that 
the American airmen are extremely anx- 
ious to establish the first world’s record 
over the new three kilometer course, and 
that they will probably take off in their 
try for this mark on April 2. In Air Ser- 
vice circles it is rumored that a special 
type of speed plane is in course of con- 
struction, the experts claiming that it will 
exceed by more than forty miles per hour 
the fastest time ever made by a flying ship. 

Training for the coming speed trials are 
underway and the selection of the Army 
pilots who will participate in the speed 
carnival will probably be made about 
March 20. It has been reported that dur- 
ing the spring and summer months the 
American airmen will try to establish new 
marks for every record not held by an 
American aviator. 


U.S. Navy Represented in 
European Speed Classic 


REE Navy flying boats will represent 
the United States for the first time in 
the European Speed Classic, which will be 
run off next summer near the Isle of 
Wight in the competition for the Jacques 
Schneider aviation marine trophy. The 
rules of the Speed Carnival prescribe tha# 
entries only from clubs affiliated with the 
Federation ‘Aeronautique Internationale 
are eligible to compete. On behalf of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy De 
partment the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation entered the above mentioned flying 
boats, the latter association solely repre 
senting America in the federation. : 
The trophy, valued at 25,000 francs, 
was won last year by the Royal Aero Club 
of Great Britain. The competition is held 
over a course measuring 200 nautical 
miles, the pilots having to land twice and 
taxi half a mile on the surface at a speed 
of twelve knots. Besides French, Belgian 
and Italian contestants, three entries have 
been made by English clubs. 


Buried as “Unknown” in 1918 
Officer Now Identified 


FTER writing more than 300 letters to 
clothing stores all over the United 

States, the Graves Registration Service, 
Q.M.C., U.S.A., has succeeded in identify- 
the body of an officer of the Air Service, 
who was killed with a brother lieutenant 
while flying over the enemy’s lines i 
France nearly five years ago. | 

When burial parties were going over the 
ground in France they found the graves of 
Lt. Dana E. Coates and an unknown 0 
cer near the railroad station at Letanne, 
northwest of Stenay, on the Meuse river. 
On the body of the unknown, who was 
evidently an officer, was found a laundry 
mark “L. R. T.,” and a coat label bearing 
the name of a firm in Rochester, N.Y. 

This clothing company could give 10 
facts as to the sale of the uniform, = 
furnished the names of more than 30 
firms which sold their clothing. to all of 
whom letters were written. A_ store ! 
Austin, Texas, replied that it had sold one 
of these uniforms on Feb. 9, 1918, to Lt 
L. R. Thrall, of the School of Military 
Aeronautics, at Austin. Ss 

Search of the records of the 1st Air De- 
pot, resulted in finding the fact that Lt. 
Thrall of the 11th Aero Squadron had been 
buried by the enemy in France after he 
had been killed in company with Lt. 
Coates. From these facts the body i 
been positively identified as that an 
Thrall and his relatives have been notiled.

HEN it is realized that the War 
Department Sub-committee of the 
House Appropriations Committee 


was packed with pacifists, it is remarkable 
that the National Defense act was not en- 
tirely repealed and the Army of the Uni- 
ted States destroyed. Looking over the 
records of the pacifists and anti-prepared- 
ness members of the House, it will become 
apparent that Anthony, Stafford and Sis- 
son were in a very close contest for the 
first place in this class. Stafford and Sis- 
son worked openly, and Anthony secretly, 
to the last minute of the life of the 67th 
Congress, to destroy the effectiveness of 
the National Defense act. On account of 
his knowledge of military affairs, An- 
thony’s work against the Army probably 
was more effective. 


What of the Next Congress? 
But all of this is past. The question 
now arises is the history of the 67th 
Congress to be repeated in the next Con- 
gress which convenes in December. I put 
the question frankly. Do the National 
Guard, the Reserve officers and the advo- 
cates in general of national defense pro- 
pose to sit idly by until next December 
and permit the pacifists in Congress to 

pack the vital sub-committee again? 

In the organization of the Appropria- 
tions Committee are the successors to Staf- 
ford and Sisson to be of the Anthony type? 
If so, there will be attempts to make a 
further reduction in the strength of the 
Regular Army, the National Guard will 
not be developed according to the Martin 
board program and the Organized Reserves 
will fare even worse. 

I do not hold Chairman Madden of the 
Appropriations Committee entirely blame- 
less, but the real responsibility for the -at- 
tempts to seuttle the National Defense 
act rests with the sub-committee, which 
was composed of Anthony, Stafford and 
Sisson. If Chairman Madden is responsi- 
ble for the naming of these three pacifists, 
then he should be held guilty. But he 
cannot be blamed for supporting the re- 
ports of the sub-committees of his organ- 
ization. Under the policy of the House, 
the chairman and, in fact, all the members 
of a committee are supposed to support the 
report of a sub-committee. Otherwise, the 
Appropriations Committee could not be 
held together. 

Saving the One Army Organization 
THE only safe method by which the 

repetition of the attacks that were 
made upon the National Defense can be 
avoided, ig to assure the selection of a 
sub-committee in sympathy with the new 
military policy. 

Although in academic discussions, mem- 
bers on both sides of the House professed 
to believe that the Appropriations Com- 
mittee does not report out new legislation, 
under the actual operations of the budget 
system the sub-committee really shapes the 
military policy of Congress. It did this in 
this Congress by withholding appropria- 
tions which were necessary to carry out 
the provisions of the National Defense 
act. Under such conditions, the War De- 
partment sub-committee should be repre- 
sentative as far as possible of the entire 
country. 


Direct Reduction of Army Unpopular 

S shown by the vote on the McKenzie 
. resolution for the maintenance of di- 
visional and regimental headquarters of 
the Organized Reserves, the sub-commit- 
tee was not in harmony with the majority 
of the members of the House. If a vote 
could have been taken on the straight is- 
sues for the reductions in the components 
of the Army of the United States, the 
sub-committee would have met with de- 
feat on all the vital questions. But by 
the manipulation of the different provi-

preparedness forces to overcome a pacifist 
sub-committee. What has been accom- 
plished in this direction has been through 
the action of the Senate. If it had not 
been for the Senate committee headed 
by Senator Wadsworth, the National De- 
fense act would have been virtually re 
pealed during the last session. 

But despite the strength of the prepared- 
ress forces in the Senate, the Anthony- 
Sisson-Stafford combination was able to 
“bore within” the National Defense act 
and greatly weakened it during the Con- 
gress. Every session of this combination 
slipped through something which weak- 
ened the act and retarded the development 
of the Army of the United States. 


Breaking the Backbone of the Army 

HE bill (S. 4037) for the prevention of 

the demotion of non-commissioned offi- 
cers for the Regular Army is a case in 
point. This bill in effect provided for ad- 
ditional non-commissioned officers for the 
National Guard and elements of the Or- 
genized Reserves. It was as important if 
not more so to the National Guard, the Or- 
ganized Reserves and the military colleges 
than to the Regular Army. With the re- 
duction in the enlisted strength of the 
Regular Army. it was necessary to in- 
crease the proportion of non-commissioned 
officers as well as commissioned officers. It 
is frequently stated by members and Sena- 
tors who voted for a small Regular Army 
that they were in favor of a large corps 
of officers to serve as instructors for citi- 
zen soldiers. They generally* grew senti- 
mental when they referred to non-com- 
missioned officers as the “backbone” of the 
Army. 


Non-Com. Bill Lost in the Crush 


‘THE non-commissioned officers’ bill, with 
strong recommendations from the War 
Department was passed by the Senate 
Dec. 6. It was referred to the House 
committee on Dec. 7 and reported out Dec. 
15. It was placed on the unanimous con- 
sent calendar and was called up by Act- 
ing Chairman McKenzie just before the 
recess of the holidays. Representative 
Stafford objected to its consideration. 
From this time on until the adjournment, 
the sub-committee plotted against the bill. 
It was through the influence of the sub- 
committee that majority leader Mondell 
and Chairman Madden were lined up 
against the bill. For the last three weeks 
of the session Chairman McKenzie la- 
bored diligently to secure consideration of 
the bill. Appeals were coming in from 
the adjutants general of the states, the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association and the colleges 
for the passage of the bill. 

Finally, on March 3 at six o’clock Speak- 
er Pro Tem Campbell promised to recognize 
Chairman McKenzie for a motion to sus 
pend the rules. The House had been care- 
fully canvassed, and it is believed that 
there were not over 15 or 20 members who 
would vote against the bill. A number of 
the large states had caucussed on the leg- 
islation that they favored for the closing 
hours of the session. In all of them there 
was a unanimous vote in favor of this bill. 

Shortly after six o’clock on March 3 the 
House recessed, and when it convened 
Chairman McKenzie made an effort to se- 
cure recognition for a motion to suspend 
the rules, and Speaker Pro Tem Campbell 
refused. He stated that he would recog- 
nize if he would amend the bill so as to 
compromise the percentage of increase in 
the grades affected. When ‘he did this, 
he fully realized that it was too late then 
to secure any action from the Senate on 
the measure. ‘ 

Although Mr. Anthony stated early in 
the session that he thought there was 
some legislation needed for relief of the 
non-coms, he was not really for the bill, 
It was through the appeals and protests of 
the Anthony-Sisson-Stafford combine that

Mr. McKenzie was denied recognition, and 
that the House was not allowed to vote on 
the bill. Mr. Stafford was assigned to the 
duty of openly opposing the bill, while the 
others were working secretly against it. 
If, as it has always been acknowledged, 
the non-coms are the “backbone” of the 
Army, the Anthony-Sisson-Stafford com- 
bine was trying to break its backbone. 


Reduction to Go Into Effect 


‘THE War Department has reluctantly 
directed the corps area commanders 
to proceed with the demotion of non-com- 
missioned officers required by the reduc- 
tion of the strength of the Army. The re- 
duction in grades of the non-commissioned 
officers will take effect Mareh 31. 

The original Circular No. 275 was is- 
sued Oct. 1, 1921. Its life has been ex- 
tended from time to time with the hopes 
that Congress would enact legislation in- 
creasing the number of non-commissioned 
officers in the grades as provided for by 
the bill (S. 4037), which passed the Sen- 
ate Dee. 6, 1922. 

The War Department had all the as- 
surance that can come from a legislative 
body that this measure would become a 
law. The leaders of the House simply did 
not keep faith with the Secretary of War. 
The Department has taken the position 
that the Secretary has no discretion in the 
inatter and must put the reduction into 
effect. 

It is believed in some quarters that leg- 
islation along the lines of the Senate bill 
eventually will be enacted. There is no 
doubt that Acting Chairman McKenzie of 
the Committee on Military Affairs will 
take up the matter again again when Con- 
gress convenes, but this will not afford any 
relief for the non-coms. who will be de- 
inoted the last of this month. 


Army Deserves a Square Deal 


NOTHER instance of unfair dealing 

was the manner in which the warrant 
officers of the Mine Planter Service were 
treated by the sub-committee in the pro- 
visions for reduction of the strength of the 
Army. About 70 of. these warrant officers 
who had long service in the Regular Army 
were discharged without any recognition 
or compensation, although when they orig- 
inally accepted warrants the Government 
virtually promised them the rights of re- 
tirement. When a bill which had been re- 
ported out of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs and which, in a measure, 
would have corrected the injustice done 
these warrant officers, came up for consid- 
eration on the last day of the session, Mr. 
Anthony objected, although in his objec- 
tion his statement did not square with the 
facts in the case. 

The only relief from these conditions 
will be a square deal for the preparedness 
forces in the make-up of the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee. It is not too early 
for the supporters of the National Defense 
act to take steps to secure this. 


HE success and popularity ef the Cor- 

respondence School of the 9th Corps 
Area are evidenced by the report on the 
enrollment in the Army Correspondence 
Courses Dec. 31, 1922.

HE Naval Omnibus bill, with so 

many provisions of great importance 

to the Navy and Marine Corps, met 
defeat in the closing day of this session of 
Congress. Senator Key Pittman of Ne- 
vada really conducted a one-man filibuster 
through which it was held up after it had 
been rushed through the House. When the 
House Committee on Rules rejected the 
provisions for a redistribution of officers 


in the Supply Corps, it committed an un- 
pardonable offense in the eyes of Senator 
Pittman and he declared that he would 
hold the floor and block all legislation if 
Senator Poindexter insisted upon the con- 
sideration of the bill. As noth could 
be accomplished by insisting upon the con- 
sideration of the conference report, Act- 
ing Chairman Poindexter withdrew the 
ill. 


Naval Reserve War Service Penalized 


PERHAPS the failure to enact Section 

2 of the bill works a greater hardship 
on worthy enlisted men of the Navy than 
anything else that has occurred in the Ser- 
vice for years. Under the construction of 
existing law, enlisted men of the Navy are 
penalized for being efficient and because 
they were promoted d the war. 

As the report states: “The purpose of 
this provision is to restore certain enlisted 
men of the Lage 4 and Naval Reserve force 
to the status they occupied prior to the 
war or would have oceupied had-it not been 
for the war. It is for the relief of men 
who changed their status upon the assur- 
ance from superior authority that prs 
would not thereby lose any rights w 
they had earned by their prior service. in 
the Navy, only to find later that such assur- 
ance was not supported by law; for ex- 
ample, men of enlisted ranks who during 
the war accepted promotion to commis- 
sioned ranks or accepted greater responsi- 
bilities, thrust upon them because of their 
efficiency, but who, now that the war is 
over find themselves (due to a construction 
of existing law) in the status of civilians 
or Taw recruits; that is, find that they 
have lost all that had accrued to them by 
reason of long years’ service in the Navy 
—in short, find fhemselves in a worse 
plight than if they had refused to render 
service in the one. in which they were 
most needed during the war.” | 

Not only have the naval authorities 
been promising to make to this class 
of worthy and highly efficient enlisted m 
but Chairman Butler and the members 
the Naval Affairs Committee have recog- 
nized the justice of their claim and have 
declared that they would receive relief 
during this session of ngress.

Officers 
to Be Reduced 


Y the failure of the non-commissioned 

officers’ bill to become enated into law 
in the closing hours of the 67th Congress 
a great many of these men with a splendid 
record of long and faithful service will be 
acected. In another column of this issue 
is printed the whole story of the obstruc- 
tionist program carried out by Messrs. An- 
thony, Sisson and Stafford and their ef- 
forts, which proved successful, in prevent- 
ing this justifiable and urgent piece of leg- 
islation from becoming a law. ‘he fol- 
lowing number will be demoted as of March 
$1, 1923: 

Coast Artillery Corps 


Sixty-four sergeants go to grade of tech- 
nical sergeants; 72 technical sergeants go 
to the grade of staff sergeants. 


Finance Department 


Nineteen master sergeants to be techn}- 
cal sergeants; 28 technical sergeants to be 
staff sergeants: 20 technical sergeants to 
be privates; 45 staff sergeants to be pri- 
vates. 


Air Service 


T'wenty-nine sergeants to be technical 
sergeants; 12 technical sergeants to be 
staff sergeants. 

This number might be slightly decreased 
as it is expected that the Air Service in 
the Hawaiian Department will receive an 
increased number of grades and ratings 
from the Field Artillery. 


Medical and Dental Service 


Four master sergeants to be technical 
sergeants; 10 technical sergeants to be 
staff sergeants; 11 staff sergeants to be 
sergeants. 


Veterinary Service 


One master sergeant to be technical ser- 
gceant; 2 technical sergeants to be staff 
sergeants; 7 staff sergeants to be ser- 
geants; 14 sergeants to be corporals; 5 
corporals to be privates, first class. 

n the Medical Department. in addition 
to the reductions that the bill causes, it 
will naturally delay the promotion to the 
higher grades of many efficient ex-officers 
of the Medical Administrative Corps who 
were discharged by reason of the act of 
June 30, 1922, whereby 48 per cent. of 
that corps were eliminated. ‘These ex- 
officcre have had many years of service in 
the Medical Department. both comms- 
sioned gnd enlisted, and those who elected 
to re-eglist in the Army with a view to 
restoration to the senior grades which thev 
formerly held, must of necessity be put off 
for an indefinite period. 


Cavalry 


In this arm there will be demoted 5 mos- 
ter sergeants, 16 technical and first ser- 
geants, 9 staff sergeants, 133 sergeants, 
123 corporals and 332 privates, first class. 


Quartermaster Corps 


Seven master sergeants to be technical 
sergeants; 191 technical sergeants to be 
staff sergeants; 239 technical sergeants to 
be sergeants; approximately 249 staff ser- 
geants to be sergeants. 


Chemical Warfare Service 


Six master sergeants to be technical 
sergeants. 


Ordnance Department 


Thirty-one master sergeants to be tech- 
nical sergeants; 28 technical sergeonts to 
be staff sergeants; 115 technical sergeants 
to be sergeants; all first sergeants to go to 
sergeants: 35 staff sergeants, to be ser- 
geants; 187 sergeants to be corporals; 130 
corporals to be privates. 


Field Artillery 


In the Field Artillery arm approximate- 
ly 38 master sergeants, 28 first sergeants 
and 30 staff sergeants will be demoted to 
a lower grade. 


Signal Corps 


Fourteen master sergeants to be tech- 
nical sergeants; 3 technical sergeants to 
be staff esrgeants: 10 staff sergeants to be 
sergeants ; approximately 35 sergeants will 
go to a lower grade. Althongh there may 
be a few corporals who will be demoted, 
it is not believed that this number will be 
arge. 


Corps of Engineers 


In the Corps of Engineers 26 master 
sergeants will be reduced to technical ser- 
geants and 26 technical sergeants will go 
to staff sergeants. The number of staff 
sergeants and sergeants who wil! go to a 


lower grade will be handled by the corps 
area commanders in the various corps 
areas. : 

Infantry 


The exact number of noncoms. that 
will have to go to a lower grade in the 
Infantry is approximate only, and though 
it is as mear accurate as could be pre- 
pared at this time, the following will be 
subject to slight changes when the final 
statement is drafted: 110 master ser- 
geants to be technical sergeants; 173 tech- 
nical or first sergeants to be staff ser- 
geants; 82 staff sergeants to be sergeants; 
123 sergeants to be corporals; 1,069 cor- 
porals to be privates. 


Civilian Clothing for 
Officers in Navy Dept. 


NNOUNCEMENT was made by the 

Navy Department on 6 that on 
and after May 15, 1923, civilian clothing 
will be worn by all officers and others on 
duty in the ine Department. Supple- 
menting this announcement, the Depart- 
ment invited the attention of those on duty 
in the various bureaus to the Uniform 
Regulations, regarding the wearing of the 
uniform at certain times and on s 
occasions, which will be complied with and 
which are not modified in any respect by 
the above order. 





National Defense Act Better 
Known

that the average Congressman is in favor 
of adequate natio defense. It also 
showed that the majority of them, due to 
the tremendous number of questions which 
they have to decide daily while in Con- 
gress, had not had the opportunity really 
to study the National Defense act, and, 
therefore, did not understand the intrica- 
cies of its provisions. 

Congress, like all modern organizations, 
has a variety of complex matters to deal 
with, and such a relatively small‘ amount 
of time in which to do it, that the average 
Congressman has to depend for his in- 
formation in voting upon any subject upon 
the report of the small committee assigned 
to deal with it. 

If his constituents, who are interested 
in the matter, are unwilling to give the 
time from their personal affairs to acquaint 
him with the details, they cannot complain 
afterwards if his vote has not been in ac- 
cordance with their conception of the rights 
of the matter. 


Citizens Responsible for Legislation 


‘THE fault for improper Congressional 
action upon any subject does not rest 
with Congress, but does rest squarely and 
fairly upon the shoulders of the average 
citizen, who, unwilling to take the trouble 
to let his Congressman see exactly what 
he wants, is only too willing afterwards to 
complain of legislation which does not suit 
his needs or beliefs. 

Because of the existence of the National 
Defense act the average citizen can no 
longer honestly have an excuse that he 
hasn’t time to understand national defense 
questions, and, therefore, is unable to tell 
whether the proponents or opponents of 
any particular national defense measure 
are right. He can always give the time 
necessary to tell his Congressman that he 
believes in adequate national defense; that 
he wants the democratic. inexpensive Na- 
tional Defens® act upheld; and that he is 
absolutely opposed to yielding to those who 
deliberately. ignorantly or carelessly wish 
to have it destroyed. 


Naming the Responsible 
Parties 


S in every modern, complex organi- 
zation which has to deal with a 
great variety of questions, there 

are key positions in Congress. The ARMY 
AND Navy JourNAL has pointed out for 
some time that the men occupying these 
positions should be known to the public at 
large and held responsible by the public 
for their influence upon important legis- 
lation. 

Mr. Anthony of Kansas, as chairman of 
the highly important War Department sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee, occupies one of these positions. 
His two associates, Stafford of Wisconsin 
and Sisson of Mississippi, whose terms in 
Congress are happily ended, through their 
positions on this same committee also occu- 
pied key positions. 

These three men as the House conferees 
on the Military Appropriations Commit- 
tee exerciesd tremendous power. 

Through the importance of their posi- 


tions they frequently gained the support 
of the Appropriations Committee as a 
whole, for no other reason than the neces- 
sity of having the Appropriations Com- 
mittee present a united front to Congress 
and the country. In the same way, in the 
tremendous pressure of the last days of 
Congress, the House as a whole was in- 
clined to back up this small group in any 
disagreement with the Senate. 

Mr. Campbell of Kansas, during the last 
hours of Congress, was Speaker pro tem 
beeause of the sickness of Mr. Gillett. As 
Speaker he could recognize, or fail to rec- 
ognize, members who had important meas- 
ures to propose in the last hours. Mr. 
Campbell is one of those who failed of re- 
election. : 


Faithful McKenzie 


N the last hours of Congress Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie of Illinois, head of the Military 
Affairs Committee during the sickness of 
Mr. Kahn, tried again and again to ob- 
tain recognition in order to bring up the 
question of increasing the number of non- 
commissioend officers in the upper grades 
of the Regular Army, thus avoiding the 
demotion of a large number of them. 

There can be little doubt that had this 
bill gotten before the House it would have 
passed with but little discussion. The ob- 
vious justice of it to the men concerned, 
the great need of these higher grades to 
insure the carrying out of those provisions 
of the National Defense act having to do 
with the National Guard and the Reserve 
forces, and the comparatively small amount 
of money needed, all making it a matter 
for which the average Congressman was 
ready enough to vote “Yes.” 

At various times throughout the session. 
Mr. McKenzie was blocked in his aé 
tempts to get this bill through because of 
the activities of one man, Stafford, who 
refused to permit unanimous consent. In 
the last hours he was blocked by one man, 
Mr. Campbell of Kansas. 


Filibuster Killed Naval Omnibus Bill 


HE Naval Omnibus bill, with its many 

provisions of the greatest importance 
to the Navy, was held up by one man, 
Senator Pittman of Nevada, not because 
of a permanent key position, but because 
the rules of the Senate allow a Senator 
to put himself in a key position by con- 
dueting a filibuster. 

As long as the public as a whole fails to 
understand how much can be done by one 
Senator, or one Representative, to pre- 
vent legislation of great importance upon 
which the majority of Congress is agreed, 
the situation as it exists to-day will con- 
tinue to exist. 


Peace Still Far Away 


‘THE world has not reached a condition 

of peace on earth, good will towards 
man. There is no indication that the peri- 
od is a short distance ahead. There is 
every indication that those who have must 
be prepared to hold what they have, as 
against those who have not. There is 
every indication that those who believe in 
individualistic democracy must be pre- 
pared to maintain it by force. 

Potential strength is of no value un- 
til translated into actual strength. The 
translation always takes time. Potential 
strength, far from overawing those who 
have actual strength, only encourages them 
to attack, for fear the potential strength 
may be translated. 


Make Our Potential Strength Actual 


‘THE National Defense act provides a 

means, in accordance with our institu- 
tions and readily adjustable to the neces- 
sity for economy, of quickly translating 
our great potential strength into actual 
strength, should the necessity arise. An 
obvious determination to build up our na- 
tional defenses, in accordance with this 
act, will do more to impress our potential 
enemies the world over, not only with the 
danger of attacking us, but also the danger 
of failing to meet us at least halfway in 
oll international affairs. Neglecting to 
carry out the proyisions of this act, or 
weakly yielding to those who wish to tear 
it up will invite the attack of potential 
enemies, and will cause our pronounce- 
ments in international affairs, no matter 
how high or unselfish the motives back of 
them, to be treated with contempt. 

The vicious .fight carried on, in and out 
of Congress the past three years, to ruin 
this act is ample proof of the necessity for 
every citizen, male and female, who be- 
lieves in the maintenance of American 
principles, to give the time necessary to- 
day and in the future to insure that every 
citizen and every legislator understands 
what this act y means, and the neces- 
sities for providing proper means of carry- 
ing out its provisions. 


Gen. Mitchell Ends 
5,000-Mile Air Trip 


RIG. GEN. WILLIAM MITCHELL, 

U.S.A., Assistant Chiéf of Air Service, 
landed at Bolling Field at 4.30 p.m. March 
2, after completing a remarkable 5,000 
mile inspection trip which included a flight 
as far south as San Antonio and as far 
north as Toronto, Canada. 

Gen. Mitchell, accompanied by his aid, 
left Washington, D.C., on Jan. 21 by air- 
plane under very adverse weather econdi- 
tions and flew to the Army Air Service en- 
gineering division at Dayton, Ohio. While 
there he flew the new super-charged fight- 
ing plane which is equipped with an air 
compressor to enable the motor to function 
with sea level efficiency at altitudes of 
over six miles. He also flew a new type 
of training machine with an innovation 
for seating the pilot and student side by 
side, and supervised the testing of night 
flying equipment, including landing and 
signaling lights, which are expected to 
have an important influence on the devel- 
opment of commercial aviation. 

The party next proceeded to Selfridge 
Field, Mich., where intensive training ma- 
neuvers were conducted by the 1st Pursuit 
Group, which has recently developed a 
new gasoline tank, which, when carried in 
the bomb rack of the machine, so increases 
its gas supply as to allow it to be oper- 
ated twice as far as a similar machine 
without this device. 

Gen. Mitchell’s ship, the Osprey, was 
used to save the life of a man on Beaver 
Island, whose skull had been fractured in 
an accident. Ice prevented access to the is- 
land by boat. Lt. R. L. Meredith piloted the 
Osprey across the Michigan peninsula 
from Selfridge Field in a blinding snow 
storm and then struck off directly across 
Lake Michigan to Beaver Island. The doc- 
tor was successfully landed, gave first aid 
and saved the man’s life. Gen. Mitchell 
then proceeded to the Balloon School at 
Scott Field. near St. Louis, Mo., where 2 
huge dirigible hangar has been recently 
completed. He made a thirty-minute flight 
in one of the Army dirigibles and visited 
Lambert Field, in the suburbs where the 
Pulitzer races will be held next year. 

From St. Louis Gen. Mitchell flew to 
San Antonio, Texas, where he inspected 
the Army Air Service Primary Flying 
School at Brooks Field, the Advanced Fly- 
ing School at Kelly Field, the Air Service 
Supply Depot at Kelly Field and the Ist 
Attack Group. The general conducted tac- 
tical maneuvers with the Attack Group, 
based on Kelly Field. DeHaviland planes, 
equipped with eight guns each and GAX 
air planes carrying nine guns each, were 
employed in the problem. The GAX air- 
planes are huge bi-motored ships covered 
with armor. They may be equipped with 
small cannon. Next the Air Service units 
at El Paso, Texas, were inspected, and 
then after a flight along the southern bor- 
der the party turned north and within 
three days were flying along the Canadian 
border. 

Upon the invitation of the Canadian gov- 
ernment, Gen. Mitchell made a visit of 
courtesy to the Governor Genera! of Can- 
ada at Ottawa. He flew from Detroit, 
landing at Camp Borden, Canada. He was 
accompanied on his trip by Wing Com- 
mander Chiistie, Air attaché, British Em- 
bassy. At Selfridge Field, Mich., where 
the plane took off, there was less than an 
inch of snow on the ground, while at Camp 
Borden the snow was five feet deep in 
some places. ‘The American deHaviland 
planes, equipped with wheels, sank into 
the deep snow up to the wings, breaking 
the propeller. No material damage was 
done to the ships and they were used to 
continue the trip. At the University of 
Toronto, Toronto, Canada, Gen. Mitchell 
visited the laboratory of Dr. McLennon, 
who first reduced helium gas to a liquid. 

I’rom Toronto, Gen. Mitchell proceeded 
to Ottawa, the headquarters of the Air 
Force, where he was extended the cour- 
tesy of considerable information on the 
Canadian forces. Much was learned re 
garding winter flying conditions in the far 
north. When airplanes are equipped with 
skiis it should be possible to land at any 
place in the northland.

Penn. National Guard 
Efficiently Organized 


M42: GEN. WILLIAM G. PRICE, Jr., 

commanding the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania, in his annual report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1922, tells in interest- 
ing detail the progress of the National 
Guard and its organization and training 
since its reorganization after its return 
from the World War to the present time. 
The aggregate strength of the Pennsyl- 
vania National Guard on Dec. 1, 1922, was 
12,505 officers and men, divided among 
8,450 28th Division troops, 1,579 corps 
troops and 2,451 Army troops. 

Among other information given in the 
report Gen. Price says: 

“All troops of whatever kind, whether 
designated as part of the combat division, 
as Army or corps troops, are available for 
use within the state when called upon for 
duty by the Governor of the Common- 
wealth, and are trained for this use as well 
as with a view to their use by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“In time of local or state-wide calamity, 
the division trains with their motor truc 
and wagon companies can be mobilized 
quickly to be used as elements of transpor- 
tation for medical supplies, tentage, cloth- 
ing and food. 

“The medical units are available for use 
within the state in times of epidemic or 
in localities where emergencies have oc- 
eurred requiring medical aid, while the 
Federal Government has authorized a cer- 
tain small proportional amount of pay in 
cases where the troops of the Pennsyl- 
vania National Guard are used to combat 
forest fires and such like conservation 
work. It would seem unnecessary to fur- 
ther elaborate upon the uses to which an 
organized, trained and equipped force, 
fully disciplined, could be put, with no 
notice other than a call to-immediate duty. 

“The training of the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard is broadly along lines which 
will fit it to assume its place in the na- 
tional defensive scheme, and it is believed 
that the whole force as now organized 
could take the field in a case of grave 
emergency, fully equipped and armed for 
eventualities, within two days from re- 
ceipt of the call to duty, and that further, 
within two weeks from that time it would 
be entirely ready to assume its share in de- 


_fensive warfare. 


“Tt is deemed appropriate to here call 
attention to the fact that this force is 
made up of citizens whose sense of duty 
leads them to volunteer for a sometimes 
uncomfortable duty, and that by so volun- 
teering many of them not only inconveni- 
ence themselves personally, but are at 
times financially at a loss. They are. how- 
ever, daily adding to the productivity of 
the United States in their vocations and 
are maintained at a comparatively small 
expense to the Federal and state Govern- 
ments.” 


Two Navy Men Perish 
in Seaplane Plunge 


T. ROBERT M. FARRAR, U:S.N., 

Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy Depart- 
ment, and Stephen F. Sullivan, UA-N., 
mechanic, lost their lives on March 7, 1923, 
when the seaplane they were in got out of 
control in a gale and made a nose dive into 
the Delaware river, seven miles below Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. The bodies of both men 
were recovered two hours later. They were 
both strapped to their seats. Farrar 
was taking the plane from Philadelphia to 
the Naval Air Station at Ana¢ostiu, near. 
Washington, D.C., to undergo experiment 
with a special type of engine with which 
the plane was equipped. Lt. Farrar was 
graduated from the US. Naval Acdemy 
in the class of 1915. He was married and 
his home was at 2138 California street, 
Washington, D.C. 


Lt. Stanley Smith Killed 
in Airplane Accident 


L’: STANLEY SMITH, Air Ser., US. 
A., was killed and Maj. Follett Brad- 
ley, also of the Air Service, bE ingens was 
seriously injured on March 4 when a twin- 
motored Martin transportation plane 
crashed to the earth in a field near New 
Lots, in East New York, Brooklyn, N.Y., 
struck an old boiler and overturned. Four 
enlisted men, mechanicians, in the plane 
had a remarkable escape from injury and 
death. They were in the rear of the body 
of the plane when it struck the earth. For- 
tunately there was no fire, or the men 
would probably have lost their lives. 

The accident happened while the plane 
was some 5,000 over Fort Hamilton and 
was caused, it is believed, by the breaking 
of the connecting rod of. the motor. 

Lt. Smith was born in Cali nN Nov. 
6, 1895, and was first commissioned in 
Regular Army July 1, 1920. He had pre- 
viously served during the World War as 
a private in the Aviation Section of the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps and as a lieuten- 
ant in the Signal Officers’ Reserve Corps.

the lines contemplated will greatly relieve 
the foreseen crisis. Re-enlistments will 
be counted in favor of any contestant in 
computing grand totals. 

The judges for the membership cam- 
be Col. Edward J. Westcott, 
Asst. A.G.; Lt. Col. Edward Olmsted, Act. 
C. of S., 27th Div., and Capt. William J. 
Mangine, in charge of recruiting bureau, 
N.Y.N.G. 

The distribution of prizes at the termi- 
nation of the campaign will be made as 
follows: 

First prize, $200, for the greatest num- 
ber obtained during the campaign, with a 
minimum of twenty. 

Second prize, $150, next greatest num- 
ber, with a minimum of fifteen. 

Third prize, $100, next greatest num- 
ber, with a minimum of ten. 

Fourth prize, $75, next greatest num- 
ber, with a minimum of eight. 

Fifth prize, $50, next greatest number, 
with a minimum of six.

International Glider 
Contest Excites Rivalry 


ACCORDING to reports received at the 
headquarters of the National Aeronau- 
tic Association, competition for the Inter- 
national Glider Contest, which will be held 
in the United States this year, is arous- 
ing the keenest sort of rivalry among the 
cities and towns throughout the country. 
The city of Oakland, Calif., heads the con- 
tenders for the meet, offering a $5, 
trophy, while towns in Maryland, Geor- 
gia, Michigan, Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire have filed strong claims for 
this honor. Capt. E. V. Rickenbacker, the 
well-known aviator, has also presented a 
trophy to be awarded at the meet by the 
above association on behalf of the donor. 

So far the city of Oakland has sub- 
mitted the most complete data to the asso- 
ciation, which will soon meet in Washing- 
ton to consider the various claims in se- 
lecting the 1923 site. In filing the claim 
of Oakland, Mayor John L. Davis stated 
that a special committee of aviators from 
the Oakland Flying Club is co-operating 
with the city to bring the meet there, anu 
that the field at Berkeley, which is nort 
of Oakland, is equal to the famous Downs 
Field in England. 

Photographs of the site, with its unob- 
structed slope of approximately three 
miles, and statistics from meteorological 
experts showing wind and weather aver- 
ages were also submitted with Oakland’s 
claim, as were also reports of special tests 
with a glider weighing 510 omg The 
competition this year will bring to the 
United States contestants from all parts 
of the world. The Glider Competition 
Committee is headed by Orville Wright. 


Army Non-Com. Reduction 
Hurts National Guard 


N the reduction of the Army, in accord- 

ance with the act of June 30, 1922, sta- 
tistics show that the National Guard suf- 
fered a greater cut in the Regular Army 
non-commissioned officers on duty with the 
various Guard organizations than either 
the Organized Reserves or the R.O-T.C. 
In the recent reduction the Organized Re- 
serves were cut 19 per cent., the R.O.T.C. 
were cut 9 per cent., while the number of 
non-commissioned officers on duty with the 
National Guard were cut 28 per cent. 

At the present time there are 485 non- 
coms. on duty with the National Guard. 
If the non-com. bill had become a law it 
would have increased this allotment to 551, 
which number is totally inadequate. Ex- 
perience has shown that the absolute mini- 
mum requirements of the National Guard, 
with respect to officers and se t-in- 
structors, if the efficiency of the Guard or- 
ganizations is to be maintained, should be, 
according to the present strength of the 
National Guard, commissioned officers 
and 782 sergeants. The minimum require- 


ment is one officer to each battalion or 


similar unit. With respect to the sergeant- 
instructors, the absolute minimum is four 
sergeants to an Infantry regiment, three 
sergeants to a three-battalion regiment, 
two sergeants to a two-battalion regiment 
and one sergeant to a separate battalion. 


Asst. Secretary Davis 
Receives War Cross 


OL. DWIGHT F. DAVIS, late U.S.A., 

the newly appointed Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, was sworn in on March 5 
and immediately assumed the duties of his 
office. His predecessor, Col. J. Mayhew 
Wainwright, who resigned from office be- 
cause of his election to the Congress from 
the state of New York, left immediately 
for Florida. Before he had been on duty 
an hour as Assistant Secretary of War, 
Col. Davis became Acting Secretary of 
War, as Secretary Weeks left for Florida 
March 5 at noon. Col. Davis is apt to be 
Acting Secretary of War for a good share 
of this summer. 

Col. Davis, at Washington on March 5, 
was presented with the D.S.C. for extraor- 
dinary heroism in action during the World 
War. Secretary of War Weeks made the 
formal presentation. 

The citation in connection with the 
award follows: 

Dwight F. Davis, then major, later lieuten- 
ant colonel, Infantry, U.S. Army. For extra- 
ordinary heroism in action between Baulny 
and Chaudron Farm, France, Sept. 20-30, 1918. 
After exposure to severe shelling and machine 
gun fire for three days, during which time he 
displayed rare courage and devotion to duty, 
Maj. Davis, then adjutant, 66th Infantry Bri- 
gade, voluntarily and in the face of intense 
enemy machine gun and artillery fire, pro- 
ceeded to various points in his brigade sector, 
assisted in reorganizing positions and in re- 
we units of the brigade, this self-imposed 
uty necessitating continued exposure to con- 
centrated enemy fire. 

Sept. 30, 1918, learning that a strong coun- 
ter attack had been launched by the enemy 
against Baulny Ridge and was progressing 
successfully, he voluntarily organized such 
special duty men as could be found and with 
them rushed forward to reinforce the line un- 
der attack, exposing himself with such cool- 
ness and great courage that his conduct in- 
spired the troops in this crisis and enabled 
them to hold on in the face of vastly superior 
numbers. 


Pacifists Try to Destroy 
Wisconsin National Guard 


THE proposition to abolish the Wiscon- 
— sin National Guard, which was noted 
in the ARMy AND Navy JourNAt editori- 
ally in the issue of March 3, has been the 
chief topic of conversation at Madison, 
the state capital, for some time. The 
Polakowski - bill, which would completely 
do away with the National Guard, was 
sponsored by Socialists and backed by 
eight administration and Socialist mem- 
bers of the committee. By a vote of 65 
to 14 the Assembly set its approval on the 
project to abolish the state troops and the 
bill was sent immediately to the Senate. 

The non-concurrence of the Senate in 

this vicious measure was certain when the 
State Affairs Committee of the upper 
house voted to report for indefinite post- 
ponement a bill by State Senator Hirsch, 
Milwaukee Socialist, to destroy the Na- 
tional Guard. Further defeat of both bills 
was foreshadowed when administration 
leaders joined forces with the opposition 
senators. An overwhelming defeat on 
March 7 met the Hirsch bill, which pro- 
vided for the abolition of the Wisconsin 
National Guard. The Senate by a vote of 
26 to 4 determined to postpone the meas- 
ure indefinitely. The Socialist members 
and one Republican voted against post- 
ponement. A like fate, it is expected, will 
meet the Polakowski bill, passed by the 
Assembly, when that measure comes to a 
vote in the Senate. 
_ While Governor Blaine and the admin- 
istration leaders are determined to main- 
tain a state military force intact, there is 
a general feeling that the Finance Com- 
mittee should report out an appropria- 
tion bill for the Guard greatly reduced 
from the budget estimates. 

Some of the state officials joined forces 
with various women’s organizations and 
the State Federation of Labor in urging 
the adoption of the Polakowski measure. 
At the hearing a representative of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution and 
the Service Star Legion made an eloquent 
appeal for the retention of the National 
Guard, asking that it be continued as a 
protection to life and property in the state.

Philippine Scout 
Promotion Tangle 


AX*Y legislation affecting the Philippine 

Scouts can be depended upon to fur- 
nish the Judge Advocate Genera! a brow- 
wrinkling legal problem. In this respect 
the legislation authorizing the promotion 
of retired Philippine Scout officers is not 
an exception. 

In the acts of June 10 and June 30, 1922, 
Congress sought to place all retired Philip- 
pine Scout officers on the same pay basis 
without regard to date of retirement. ‘They 
are to be promoted upon the retired list 
as if they had been retired under existing 
law. This would be easy if promotion on 
the active list had been by seniority. But 
promotion in the Philippine Scouts has 
been by selection. ‘The question as to how 
to arrive at a basis upon which the re- 
tired Scout officers are to be promoted un- 
der these conditions has been referred 
from one desk to another in the Adjutant 
General’s Department, but up to this week 
no satisfactory solution has been found. 


Navy Department’s New 
Naval Reserve Policy 


AS’ the result of recent conferences with 

Naval Reserve officers and a lengthy 
study of the subject in the Department, a 
new Naval Reserve policy has been an- 
nounced by the Secretary of the Navy. It 
is set forth in what will be known as 
General Order 96. By a careful reading 
of the order published below, it becomes 
apparent that the Navy Department has 
decided to inaugurate a_ more vigorous and 
definite policy for the Reserves. 

Motters of general policy are placed un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Chief of Naval 
Operations, while the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion will handle Reserve personnel just as 
it does the Regular personnel of the Navy. 
Under this policy, it is expected that not 
only the strength of the Reserve will be 
fixed, but Reserve officers and units will 
be given the assignments in peace, which 
it is expected they will hold in the event 
of war. 

The following is the text of the general 
order : 

G.O. 96, NAVY DEPT., 1923. 
Naval Reserve Force. 

1. The approved U.S. Naval policy includes 
the following: 

To create, organize and train a Maval Re 
serve sufficient tw provide the supplementary 
personnel necessary to mobilize tie Fleet and 
ail its auxiliaries. 

To mske the Naval Reserve secure in its 
status and organization as a pact of the Navy 
and to guard its interests. 

To cultivate a close association of officers of 
the active Navy and of the Naval Reserve. 

To emphasize, in the training of its Reserves, 
the duties most likely to be assigned them afloat 
upon mobilization. 

To be generous in assigning officers to duty 
with the Naval Reserve and to educational in 
stitutions. 

2. In order efficiently to carry out the above 
statement of policies, the distribution of the 
duties, pertaining to the Naval Reserve Force, 
of the offices and bureaus of the Navy Depart 
ment shall be as follows: 

8. The Office of Naval Operations shall be 
charged with the initiation and formulation of 
the Department's policies relating to the size, 
organization, administration, training and mo 
bilization of the Naval Reserve and with the co- 
ordination of the resultant duties imposed upon 
the various offices and bureaus of the Navy 
Department. 

Whe general scope of the duties of the Office 
of Naval Operations relating to the Naval Re 
serve are as follows: 

(a) Recommend to the Department the allot- 
ment of Naval Reserve appropriations. De- 
termine the number and assignment of Naval 
Reserve vessels to the training of the Naval 
Reserve. 

(b) Determine the numbers of officers and 
men to be maintained from year to year in 
various classes of the Naval Reserve to meet 
the needs of the Navy. 

(c) Determine the distribution of the persom® 
nel of the Naval Reserve among the naval dis 
tricts. a 
(d) Determine and prescribe the principles 
which are to govern the active training of 
Naval Reserve when afloat. ‘This will include 
the degree to which the fleet shall be made 
available for such training. _ sonia’ 

(e) Determine and prescribe the principles 
which are to govern the organization and ad- 
ministration of the Naval Reserve within the 
various naval districts. : sneinles

Citizens Urge 
War Readiness 


UMBPROUS citizens of the United 

States, imbued with a spirit of patriot- 
ism, are earnest believers in an adequate 
policy of military defense. Many of these 
citizens during the recent debate in Con- 
gress on the Army bill sent letters to the 
Congressmen of their districts urging them 
to support the Army bill as recommended 
by the War Department and defend it 
against the penuriousness of the War ‘De- 
partment sub-committee on Appropriations 
headed by Mr. Anthony. 

The extracts from some of the letters to 
Congressmen given below are examples of 
the numerous protests sent. 

A citizen of Chicago, writing to the Hon. 
Elliot W. Sproul, said in part: 

“I for one do not believe that wars are 
over, and believe in war insurance in the 
shape of trained personnel as fully as I 
do in insurance in my business. The ap- 
propriation asked by Gen. Reilly of the 
O.R.C. and put in shape by the War De- 
partment is meager enough. Will you 
lend your good efforts to the enactment of 
a proper bill favoring the United States 
Army National Guard and Reserve 
Corps.” 

A citizen of Indiano, who furnished two 
sons to the Army and who fought in five 
major battles with the A.E.F., and has a 
third son in the Culver Military Academy, 
said in part: 

“T think you will agree that the youth 
and young manhood of our country consti- 
tute the four-fifths of our government’s 
right arm. I am asking you to use your 
influence toward the reinstatement in the 
Army bill of the budget provision for train- 
ing Organized Reserves. This item should 
really be raised to $5,000,000, in my opin- 
ion, rather than be cut nearly a million as 
proposed. I also think it imperative that 
the item appropriating $494,000 for the 
Regular Army organization and headquar- 
ters personnel of the Organized Reserves 
be restored. Do not let us spend all our 
money on internal improvements of doubt- 
ful efficacy ‘and allow our Army Reserve 
organization to languish and die for lack 
of funds.” 

A citizen of Illinois, writing to the Hon. 
W. B. McKinley, said 

“My only son has been trained at Cul- 
ver ‘Military Academy, where boys are 
made men. I want to tell you that I bit- 
terly resent what seems to be a yielding to 
the ‘sob-sisters’ and peace-at-any-price ad- 
vocates. They may be noisy at Washing- 
ton, but the great mass of the people of 
this country are sound and will be found 
with you when you raise your voice for 
preparedness and for the proper training 
of our Reserve officers, as I hope you may.” 

An example of the difficulty of holding 
Reserve officers, due to the niggardly ac- 
tion of Congress in not appropriating suf- 
ficient funds for the military forces, is 
shown in the following extract from a let- 
ter received by the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL: 

“I personally resigned from the Reserve 
Corps because, after four years, due to lack 
of appropriations. I received no training 
at all, and I feel that should I be called in 
time of war I could do more for my gov- 
ernment starting as a private than as a 
rusty second lieutenant.”

which discriminates so harshly and un- 
justly against many of the officers and 
warrant officers (now retired) who were 
with him at Santiago de Cuba? 

In the Senate the Pay bill was passed 
without any amendment infringing on the 
basic rights of officers then on the retired 
list. In the ‘House, however, a minority 
of the Appropriations Committee succeed- 
ed in securing an amendment restricting 
the pay of retired officers of field grade to 
the old 1908 pay schedule, and in the con- 
ference which followed between the Sen- 
ate and the House committees this same 
minority succeeded, as the price of per- 
mitting any pay legislation, in securing 
the incorporation in Section 1 of the bill 
(where it has no logical connection in the 
sequence of thought) the following pro- 
viso: “Nothing contained in the first sen- 
tence of Section 17 or in any other sec- 
tion of this act shall authorize an increase 
in the pay of officers and warrant officers 
on the retired list on June 30, 1922.” And 
the bill passed both houses and was ap- 
proved by the President with this limita- 
tion. ' 

The retired officers chiefly injured by 
this discriminatory proviso are the “old 
fellows”—field officers and warrant offi- 
cers who have seen twenty-five or more 
years of active service. ‘The list includes 
some veterans of the Civil War and of the 
Indian wars; many who were the back- 
bone of the Army and of the Navy during 
the Spanish-American War and the Philip- 
pine Insurrection, and many who won 
great distinction during the World War. 
Among them are numerous holders of the 
Medal of Honor, of the D.S.C. and the D. 
S.M.—honors won on the battlefields of 
the Republic. These officers, for the most 
part, are now well advanced in years; the 
death rate among them (as shown by the 
last Army Register) exceeded 108 per 
1,000, and at this rate it is only a ques- 
tion of a few years when they will be 
practically all “mustered out” by the hand 
of death. 

Burdened as many of them are with the 
increasing physical infirmities of age, it 
would seem that they, even more than the 
officers on the active list, stood in need, 
when the Pay bill was up for considera- 
tion, of some relief from the more than 
100 per cent. increase of the cost of the 
necessities of life since their pay was last 
fixed by Congress; for it must be remem- 
bered that retired officers, although they 
have their dependents to support, have no 
allowances of quarters, light, fuel and ra- 
tions, such as are now furnished officers 
on the active list. But however gallant 
and meritorious their service in the past, 
they now find themselves—thanks to the 
proviso quoted above—each drawing for 
the remainder of their lives (unless this 

reviso be repealed) some $60 per month

e repeal of this unjust provision of 
the Service Pay bill will right a grievous 
wrong imposed upon the older retired offi- 
cers and warrant officers without in any 
way impairing the rights of any other 
officer, active or retired.

OFFICERS RETIRED AFTER DEMOTION. 


To THE Eprror: 

I HAVE read with a great deal of inter- 
est in your issue of Jan. 13 an item 

concerning the probable legislation relative 

to pay of officers retired after demotion. 

In view of the wonderful success of the 
ARMY (ND Navy JOURNAL in its constant 
campaign in the interests of the Services, 
the suggestion given below is submitted in 
the hope that if helpful legislation is ob- 
tained relieving the precarious situation of 
retired officers, it will be so written as 
not to overlook the cause of anyone. 

The particular case of the writer, which 
may apply to others, is as follows: I was 
injured in line of duty in March, 1921, 
continued on full active duty until Dec. 31, 
1922, when I was retired for disability. 
While on active duty, I drew pay under 
the saving clause of the Pay act of 1922, 
and according to the Comptroller’s decision 
will draw pay as a retired officer under the 
second pay period. Had I remained on ac- 
tive duty, I should have been demoted. 

If the fourth proposition is submitted 
as stated in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
of Jan. 13, the wording of the recommen- 
dation providing for “demoted officers” 
will cause officers who have already been 
retired before demotion to lose the chance 
of obtaining the same retired pay as offi- 
cers who have been retired after demotion. 
In other words, a difference of a month in 
the date of retirement may mean a differ- 
ence of some twenty or thirty dollars a 
month for life to a man disabled in service. 
If the proposition is worded so as to en- 
able officers who are retired for disability 
after June 30, 1922, to draw three-fourths 
of their active pay as of that date, the 
fault will have been remedied. 

I do not believe in “kicking.” But to a 
young officer (1) who will be confined to 
his bed for a year or two and disabled for 
life; (2) who during this time will be en- 
abled to draw pay which will cover only 
approximately one-half of the necessary 
living expenses of himself and two depen- 
dents, due to decisions of the Comptroller ; 
(3) who, because of having been in the 
Regular Army since 1917, saw 3,000 files, 
about two-thirds with less service than 
himself, pass ahead of him with the pas- 
sage of the Reorganization act of 1920; 
(4) who waited for a promotion until a 
year later, seeing, in the meantime, hun- 
dreds who had been junior to him in rank 
pass by to higher grade and pay; (5) who 
on account of his position on the promo- 
tion list, due to the act of 1920, fell into a 
lower grade under the Pay act of 1922; and 
(6) finally now finds himself drawing less 
retired pay than many others who served 
from one to two years less on active duty 
—to such an officer, it seems as if the in- 
cidents of legislation to which he has been 
exposed are at least, a little unfortunate. 

e Services have every reason to be 
grateful to the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
for its wonderful support as their unfail- 
ing champion. May I hope that this ad- 
ditional call for its assistance will have 
the attention it merits.

PROPERTY ACCOUNTING, AGAIN. 


To tHe Eprror: 
‘THE main purpose of this letter is to 
reply to A. ©. D., in a recent issue 


‘of the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL, on the 


subject of property accounting within the 
company. With no desire to contradict 
an Officer (I assume A. C. D. to be a bat- 
tery commander), I want to register a 
supply sergeant’s correction of statements 
made by him. 

He suggests for the line an Administra- 
tive Corps similar to that corps of officers 
whose duty it is to relieve the Medical 
officers of details pertaining to organiza- 
tion administration; stating, in effect, that 
the duties of the officer of the line are as 
absorbing as are those of the surgeon. 

The advantages to the line of an Ad- 
ministrative Corps are undeniable; if 
thoroughly trained to do its work its value 
ean only be roughly estimated at most; 
and I cannot fairly deny the inference that 
the duties of the line officer are as “tech- 
nical and absorbing’ as those of the sur- 
geon. But, in all fairness to officers, war- 
rant officers and enlisted men alike, I must 
ask: Would it be good arithmetic—eeon- 


omy—to put comparatively high-salaried 
officers on a job that can be done—is be- 
ing done—by three enlisted men with a 
combined salary of about $1,200 a year, 
ie., a first sergeant, supply sergeant and 
company clerk (corporal)? Where these 
three men are selected with due care I 
am willing to hazard a guess that the com- 
pany commander’s “attempt to master the 
details of property accounting, company 
administration and the 11,000 circulars, 
bulletins,” ete., is not futile, and does not 
pone many hours weekly of his time. 

t is A. C. D.’s belief that “the oldtime 
reliable supply sergeant is a thing of the 
past.” That is as nearly true, I think, as 
he says; they have gone, but, fortunately, 
it doesn’t require years to develop good 
ones from the young material with which 
the Army is amply provided. 

There are at present a few men in this 
particular office (supply) who are as effi- 
cient and reliable as any of the pre-war 
school of supply sergeants, I’m sure, and 
they have been developed since the spring 
of 1921, when property accounting was 
being again cultivated in the Army after 
the attack of sleeping sickness, which 
caused it to wane during the war. 

It is my earnest belief that the laws 
governing property accounting in the Army 
are made up of English so simple in con- 
struction, so easy to interpret, and so 
liberal in their policy toward the account- 
able officers, that, if a man of grade school 
education, twenty-five or more years of 
age, and selected from among the ranks of 
the sober, honest and loyal, be appointed 
supply sergeant, then be required to “read 
the book’—consult current regulations for 
direction in doing the work of his office— 
and follow it to the letter in all his work, 
it will require but one-third of his enlist- 
ment for him to learn property account- 
ing. including that very important part 
which comes under the heading “clothing” 
and embodied in the new Army Regula- 
tions, 615-40, and will have learned it well; 
I do not hesitate to say that he will have 
learned much more of | aes value than 
he could have learned during a like period 
spent in any sort of school with the same 
object in view.

EAR ADM. LIVINGSTON HUNT, 

Supply Corps, U.S.N., who was due to 
retire for age on Nov. 3, 1923, will be re- 
tired on June 1 next, on his own applica- 
tion after more than 40 years’ service. He 
was born in Louisiana Nov. 3, 1859, his 
father being William H. Hunt, a former 
Secretary of the Navy. Rear Adm. Hunt 
entered the Supply Corps in October, 
1881.

N.A., in the class of 1881, and later re- 
signed from the Navy. He was appointed 
in the Supply Corps of the Navy March 
14, 1898. Capt. Bryan originated the idea 
of establishing a dairy farm for the benefit 
of midshipmen, and successfully carried 
through the project during the period be- 
tween 1908 and 1920. He received a let- 
ter of commendation for his service. 


‘THE nomination of Brig. Gen. Hanson 

E. Ely, U.S.A., to be major general, 
with rank from Feb. 2, 1923 was con- 
firmed by the Senate March 1. Gen. Ely 
is an officer of distinguished service. 

During the World War he rose to the 
grade of brigadier general, serving with 
the military mission sent to France short- 
ly after our entrance into the World War, 
as Provost Marshal of the A.E.F., Chief 
of Staff of the 1st Division, in command 
of the 28th Infantry at Cantigny, in com- 
mand of the 3d Infantry Brigade of the 2d 
Division in the Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel 
and Meuse-Argonne (Mont Blanc) offen- 
sives, and the 5th Division in the Meuse- 
Argonne and Army of pation. He 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal by our Government, the Legion of 
Honor (commander) and the Croix de 
Guerre (with palm) by France. 

The citation for the D.S.M. says: “He 
commanded with skill and marked ability. 
a regiment in trench operations north of 
Toul, west of Montdidier, and du the 
attack at Cantigny. Later, as a gade 
commander during the Aisne-Marne and 
St. Mihiel offensives and in the attack on 


the strong enemy position of Mont Blanc 
Ridge; and as a division commander dur- 
ing the latter phase of the Meuse-Argonne 
offensive he demonstrated rare qualities 
of leadership.” 

Gen. Ely was born in Iowa and was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A., in the class 
of 1891, when he was assigned to the 22d 
Infantry. Among other duties Gen. Ely 
as a lieutenant participated in numerous 
campaigns in the Philippines, and was 
nominated to be eaptain by brevet for dis- 
tinguished gallantry in action at the Tulu- 
hun River, Luzon, P.I., March 25, 1899. 
Gen. Ely has served also with the 7th, 
22d, 26th Infantry Regiments; as profes- 
sor of military science at Iowa University; 
in the Adjutant General’s Department, and 
on the General Staff. He is a distinguished 
graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School, a graduate of the Staff College 
and Army War College. He will remain 
on hig present duties in command of the 
yeneral Service Schools at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas. The Secretary of War on 
Feb. 1 recommended that at the end of the 
present school year Gen. Ely should be 
transferred to duty as commandant of the 
Army War College, Washington. 


OL. FREDERICK W. LEWIS, Adju- 
tant General’s Department, U.S.A, 
who was retired from active service Feb. 
26, 1923, for disability incident to the ser- 
vice, was born in New York Jan. 19, 1873, 
and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1896, when he was assigned to the 13th 
Infantry. He was subsequently an officer 
of the 22d. 17th, 12th, 8th, 29th, 8th, 24th 
and 37th Regiments of Infantry, and dur- 
ing the World War served in the A.G.D. 
He was awarded the D.S.M. for “excep- 
tionally meritorious and _ distinguished 
service as officer in charge of the Publica- 
tion Division of The Adjutant General’s 
Office. To his painstaking efforts, tact, 
energy, and zeal,” the citation says, “are 
due the occuracy with which _publica- 
tions issued to the Military Establishment 
through The Adjutant General of the 
Army were drawn and the promptness 
with which they were distributed.” Prior 
to the World War, Col. Lewis, among 
other duties, served in the Cuban campaign 
of 1898 and later in the Philippines. He 
also served as an instructor at West Point.

Brig. Gen. George W. Burr, Ord. Dept., 
U.S.A., on duty as assistant to the Chief 
of Ordnance, died March 4, 1923, at his 
residence, ‘Ihe Mendota,” Washington, 
D.C. Gen. Burr, who held the temporary 
rank of major general during the World 
War, was awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal, his citation reading: “For ex- 
ceptionally meritorious and conspicuous 
gervice Director of Purchase and Storage 
and Traffic, General Staff Corps, He has 
had under hig supervision during the last 
several months most important and com- 
plicated operations in relation to cancel- 
ing contracts, the adjustment of claims, 
the disposal of surplus supplies, and the 
storage of materials that have accumulated 
during the war or that have been delivered 
by manufacturers since the Armistice.” 
Gen. Burr was born in Illinois, Dec. 3, 
1865; graduated U.S.M.A., 1888, and was 
assigned to 1st Artillery. He was appoint- 
ed in the Ordnance Department as first 
lieutenant Jan. 10, 1893. He received 
emergency appointment of brigadier gen- 
eral, Ordnance Department, Aug. 8, 1918;

MONAHAN. 


“In the death of Mrs. Minnie Stockton 
Monahan, widow of the late Maj. Deane 
Monahan, U.S.A., at her home in Denver, 
Colo., Feb. 17, 1923, of pneumonia, the old 
Army loses one of its most beloved mem- 
bers,” writes a correspondent to the Arvy 
AND Navy JourNAL, who continues: “The 
wedding of Maj. and Mrs. Monahan took 
place in Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 14, 1866, a 
few months after their meeting when the 
major was a lieutenant in charge of fhe 
escort guarding the bier of Abraham Lin- 
coln. The young couple started in their 
wedding trip across the plains for Fort 
Riley, Kas., ending the forty days’ march 
at Fort Union N.M. Col. Tilford was in 
command. Mrs. Monahan crossed the 
plaing again from Fort Sumner, N.M., to 
Cheyenne (railway terminus) in 1868 
while her husband was on the Red river 
expedition. This trip was made in ambu- 
lance and stage via Trinidad and Denver 
with Maj. and Mrs. Charles J. Whiting 
and their baby son and nurse, and her own 
infant son and maid, Cassie, whom so 
many of the frontier days will recall. 

“Yet a third time, and but a few months 
later, Mrs. Monahan traveled the plains 
again, and often she and her gallant hus- 
band reminisced over that first year when 
they changed station nine times. They 
came to Wyoming in 1871 with the $d 
Cavalry from Arizona, via the Gila river 
to Gulf of Mexico and up the Pacific ocean 
to Benicia, Calif,, remaining there a few 
months and then on to the Department of 
the Platte. Mrs. Monahan’s last overland 
trip was in 1882, when they came down 
from Fort McKinney, Wyo., a nineteen 
days’ march, with discharged soldiers and 
pack train carrying the property of the 
regiment to Arizona, where it was ordered 
for permanent station.

REGIMENTAL DAY. 


G.O. 4, FEB. 14, 1923, 21ST INF., 
Office of Regimental Commander, 
Schofield Barracks, H.T. 

1. Under authority contained in par. 9, G.O. 
24, W.D., June 10, 1922, announcement is 
made that a Regimental Day will be celebrated 
annually by this regiment on Aug. 9, the anni- 
versary of the Battle of Cedar Mountain. 

2. At the Battle of Cedar Mountain, Va., on 
Aug. 9, 1862, the 21st Infantry (then known 
as the 2d Battalion, 12th Infantry) was con- 
solidated with two companies of the 8th In- 
fantry and officially referred to in records of 
that date as ‘‘The Battalion of the 8th and 
12th.’’ Under this designation the present 
2ist Infantry ‘‘was detached throughout the 
day and was deployed as skirmishers in front 
of the division, where it rendered efficient and 
allant service,’’ to quote from the report of 
rig. Gen. Henry Prince, commanding the bri- 
gade in which the battalion fought. Later, 
Gen. Prince in a letter referred to the work 
of the battalion as follows: ‘‘Their part, I 
have occasion to know, excited the admiration 
of the enemy, who inquired if they were not 
Regulars, as they had never seen such skir- 
mishing. They were out during the whole 
battle, and penetrated even to the enemy’s 
position and annoyed him so as to turn the 
attention of his guns away from more distant 
firing with shot and shell, and caused him to 
waste cannister upon the ground of the skir- 
mishers.’’ For one battalion to have attracted 
so much favorable notice from among the many 
organizations comprising a force of 7,500 men 
at this hard-fought and bloody battle is in- 
dicative of the splendid sense of duty that has 





always characterized the service of the 21st 
Infantry from that immortal date when the 
regiment valiantly fought through its ‘‘bap- 
tism of fire’’ to the present. We, their suc- 
cessors, should feel a thrill of pride in this 
knightly trial of heroic souls of the regiment 
who have gone before. 

3. Regimental Day will be celebrated with 
appropriate ceremonies, all duty except neces- 
sary guard and fatigue being suspended for 
the day. As required by G.O. 24, W.D., 1922 
if the date falls on Saturday, Sunday, or a 
holiday the day after or the day preceding will 
be designated as the official day.

INFANTRY RE-ENLISTMENTS. 
Office of the Chief of Infantry, Washington, D.O. 
Inf. Recruiting Letter 4, March 1, 1923. 


The re-enlistment of the soldier, a phase of 
organization recruiting frequently overlooked, 
offers a valuable source of supply for trained 
personnel to augment the results obtained 
through the other recruiting activities of a com- 
mand. Each re-enlistment for the same organi- 
zation or station has a beneficial effect upon the 
morale of the unit concerned. The re-enlist- 
ment of a soldier in his organization creates 
a deep impression upon the minds of the newer 
men, and in many instances plants the seed 
of a similar decision in the minds of the 
latter. However, such a decision is not usually 
a hasty one. It is encouraged or discouraged 
by the conditions and influences surrounding the 
soldier during his term of enlistment. Natu- 
‘rally, it is the desire of all concerned to make 
the service so attractive that the decision of 
the soldier to re-enlist is made long before the 
any of his discharge. 

ecruiting for the Army and for the. Infantry 
is progressing favorably under the present plan 
for conducting recruiting activities (Cir. No. 8, 
W.D., 1923), but the number of recruits being 
obtained monthly is not as yet sufficient to en- 
tirely replace the losses constantly occurring. 
It has been estimated that more than 67.5 per 
cent. of all the men now being discharged from 
the Army do not re-enlist. Source of infor- 
mation, Recruiting Section, Enlisted Division, 
A.G.O.) Although this estimate of loss is for 
the entire Army, it nevertheless permits one to 
visualize the loss to the Infantry from the same 
cause. 

The importance of this phase of recruiting 
was, indirectly, the subject of a letter from 
the Secretary of War to the Chief of Staff of 
the Army, published in Cir. 82, W.D., 1920; 
subject, “The Treatment of the Reeruit.”” It 
clearly described the foundation upon which re- 
enlistments are built. Later, Cir. 111, W.D., 
1920, “Duties of Recruiting Officers at Posts, 
Camps and Stations,” devoted an entire para- 
graph to the subject of re-enlistments. This 
circular imposed upon the company commander 
and the post, camp or station recruiting officer, 
the responsibility for interviewing each soldier 
age to discharge. It has since been amended 
y Cir. 169, W.D., 1922, but the important 
provisions for interviewing all soldiers prior to 
discharge are still retained herein. 

Despite the importance of such an interview, 
it is difficult to secure the re-enlistment of a 
soldier on the day of his discharge, unless 
proper measures have been taken during his 
entire period of service to mould in his mind 
progressively the decision to re-enlist in his or- 
ganization. The work of securing the re-enlist- 
ment of a soldier should not begin on the day 
of his discharge, but on the day he joins his 
organization. This is emphasized by the sound 
principles expressed in the letter of the Secre- 
tary of War, which are so closely related to 
the problem of re-enlistments. On the other 
hand, it is not intended that the soldier should 
be asked to re-enlist upon the expiration of 
his term of service on the day he joins his 
organization. As previously stated, such a de- 
cision is not usually a hasty one and can be 
built up only by the painstaking care and effort 
of organization commanders. The number of 
re-enlistments in any organization indicates, in 
no uncertain manner, the general morale and 
contentment of the unit concerned. If a sol- 
dier is contented and satisfied, his decision to 
re-enlist will have been made long before the 
date for his discharge 

Let us lift a little of the burden from our 
recruiters in the field by boosting up the re- 
enlistment rate.

It seems doubtful that it is generally realized 
just how far the recovery in business has gone 
since the low point was touched in the middle 
of 1921. In a special analysis of business 
conditions, just issued by the Federal Reserve 
Board, considerable space is given to summing 
up the recovery, it being pointed out that pro- 
duction was greater during the last quarter of 
1922 than in any similar period within the 
last five years. 


Increased Production in Every Direction. 


Production has increased still further during 
the first two months of the current year, the 
gain amounting to about 20 per cent. Improve- 
ment has been widespread, including not only 
increased output of manufactured products, min- 
ing on a larger scale, better railroad traffic 
conditions and a continuation of building opera- 
tions, but more intangible elements of improve- 
ment have been present, such as greater ef- 
ficiency on the part of labor. 

All of this expansion has come about, too, 
without depending upon foreign markets to any 
large extent. There was a downward trend in 
exports in the last half of 1922, but production 
expanded, nevertheless. Only in the case of 
farm products has curtailed export trade had 
a visible effect. Prices for farm products have 
ae very closely fluctuations in shipments 
abroad. 


Over-extension of Credit Will be Checked. 

Increased production in every direction, com- 
bined with rising commodity prices, has neces- 
sarily affected credit conditions. Added to the 
larger volume of credit used in marketing an 
increased volume of goods at higher prices, 
there has been a considerable demand on ac- 
count of speculative Loa aga 3 and holding of 
materials and merchandise. is latter factor, 
however, has not yet assumed alarming propor- 
tions. Reports from member banks to the Fed- 
eral Reserve system show that an aggregate of 
$1,000,000,000 has been added to the invest- 
ment account of these institutions since mid- 
summer 1921. It is believed, consequently, that 
the lending resources of the majority of coun- 
try banks are pretty well exhausted. The next 
step that is likely will be application by mem- 
ber banks for additional accommodation at the 
Federal Reserve District Banks. The Federal 
Reserve Board in its special analysis intimated 
that it will assume the responsibility of checking 
over-extension of credit. The interpretation is, 
higher discount rates. 

ere is no credit stringency or prospect of 

any stringency, b potential credit of 
our banking system is far greater than would 
be called upon, even under a repetition of 1920 
inflation conditions, but it is highly undesirable 
that there should be a runaway market in com- 
modities or over-production in industry. Higher 
discount rates would check this trend and should 
be welcomed if it is necessary to raise them. 

The effect of a higher discount rate on the 
securities market might be depressing. Cer- 
tainly there would be a reaction in first grade 
investment bonds; the bank investments referred 
to above would probably be liquidated and the 
proceeds lent in the open market because of 
the higher rate obtainable. Individual investors 
would follow the same tactics. In case of 
speculative issues, it would be natural to look 
for selling, as much of the present strength is 
discounting still higher commodity prices and 
further business expansion, and any steps taken 
to curtail this program would have a bearish 
effect on security prices. 


Good Business for the Railroads. 


Railroad stocks are likely to prove an ex- 
ception. Whether or no profits will accrue to 
the industrials to the extent believed, the rail- 
roads face a year of heavy traffic and satis- 
factory profits. The logical procedure for the 
speculator and investor is to switch from in- 
dustrials into railroads. Rail averages are in 
lower territory than industrial averages and are 
cheaper to carry, an important consideration in 
view of possibility of higher interest rates. It 
is probable that a good deal of switching is 
going on at present under cover of strength 
in specialties.
